INTRODUCTION 


Since September, 1954 the undersigned has been preparing for the RECORDS of 

the American Catholic Historical Society of Philadelphia a bibliographical 

survey and union list of nineteenth century Catholic serials in the U. S. 

This project originated because both historians as well as librarians realized 

the need of a comprehensive reference work to cover the more than 1,200 

Catholic titles which had appeared throughout the nineteenth century; 

Gregory's UNION LIST OF SERIALS and AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS include fewer than 

50% of the titles now known and do not provide anything beyond the briefest 

bibliographical descriptions. For the librarian the articles in the RECORDS 

have offered a guide for the preservation of materials at hand, the location 

of titles in other institutions, and a stimulus to provide micro-reproductions 

of source materials in American history. To date the following articles have 

appeared or are scheduled for early printing in the RECORDS; volume, page 

and date references are given for each state:

At present we have completed more manuscript than can be accomo¬ 
dated within the RECORDS in the near future. Therefore, the Catho¬ 
lic University of America Press has begun this "Second Series" which 
will cover those states with an extensive history, such as Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, New York, Maryland, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and a few 
others while the RECORDS in the series we now designate as "First" 
will continue to carry the articles on those states with briefer 
histories such as those listed above. Thus, in future, there will 
be two series, with cross-references to each other. Part One of 
the Second Series, covering the states of Minnesota, North and South 
Dakota was published in August, 1959 by the Catholic University of 
America Press at $1.95. 

A new feature of the Second Series are alphabetical and chronological 
charts for each state to enable the researcher to determine quickly 
what publications were in existence at any given period. There will 
also be an index of names for each state. 

Other features which are continued from the First Series are the 

notes on frequency, the type and degree of Catholicity ; these are indicated 



as follows: 


1. "Catholic by purpose": 

a. official organ of a diocese; 

b. originated by an Order; 

c. conducted by a priest or Catholic layman. 

2. "Catholic by attitude" basically but with other primary purposes. 

3. "Catholic by national tradition", which is used chiefly for 
foreign publications whoso primary aims were national or 
patriotic. 

References to library holdings are given in National Union Cata¬ 
log symbols. 

In each part of this Second Series we are repeating the General 
Bibliography, revised from its original appearance in the Sept. 1954 
issue of the RECORDS. A special bibliography will continue to pre¬ 
cede the description of entries for each state. 

Finally, it should be clearly noted that the compiler regards these 
articles as preliminary rather than definitive and that the emphasis 
is on bibliography and format rather than contents of the publica¬ 
tions. We request users to furnish us with corrections on either 
the descriptive natter or the library holdings. We are also anxious 
to join any cooperative movement toward the preservation of these 
source materials for American church history.

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HISTORICAL INTRODUCTION 

What is today Wisconsin once belonged to Spain, to France, and to 
the British before it was joined to the U. S. It became a terri¬ 
tory by itself in 1838 and joined the Union as a state in 1848. 
Ecclesiastically it was successively dependent on Quebec, Balti¬ 
more, Bardstown, Cincinnati, and Detroit before it became a dio¬ 
cese in 1843. French missioners came to the Indians in the seven¬ 
teenth century; in the eighteenth, forts were built and trading 
posts established. Only after 1812 did immigrants arrive. In 
1817 the first Mass was said in Prairie du Chien; a church was 
soon built and a parish established. In 1818 Solomon Juneau ar¬ 
rived at the place of Milwaukee and became the founder of that 
city. 

Solomon Juneau of Alsatian stock was born in Canada, raised 
in a cultured home and educated in Catholic schools. He 
built a prosperous trading business at the site of Milwaukee. 
He had a family of seventeen children. In 1835, eleven 
years before Milwaukee became a city, he was the postmaster. 

He helped in many a community enterprise and was generous 
in gifts, e.g., the grounds for churches, especially the 
cathedral, and for schools. 

After 1820 Father Richard began to build a church at Green Bay. In 
1822, after lead mines were discovered in Southwest Wisconsin im¬ 
migrants rushed in. By 1830 about 3,000 white people lived in 
Wisconsin. In 1832 Green Bay had the first Catholic school. The 
first secular newspaper in Wisconsin was founded in 1833. Rev. 
Samuel Mazzuchelli labored at Green Bay and published in addition 
to a WINNEBAGO PRAYERB00K (Detroit: 1833) the Indian almanac, KIKI- 
NAWADENDAMOIWEWIN, described below. In 1835 (or 1837) the first 
Mass was said in Solomon Juneau's Milwaukee home. Settlers came in 
greater numbers after Nov. 1835. In 1836 the first weekly news¬ 
paper of Milwaukee, the MILWAUKEE ADVERTISER appeared, followed in 
1837 by the MILWAUKEE SENTINEL, a rival owned and supported by 
Solomon Juneau; for a time the SENTINEL also carried Cathslic news. 
St. Peter's, the first church, was begun in 1839 and the second, St. 
Mary's, in 1840. When Father Kundig became second pastor of St. 
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Peter's in 1842 he served his mixed congregation of 4,000 with two 
services, one for the French and English and one for the Germans* 
His activities included the formation of the first Catholic socie¬ 
ties. In 1844 the newly created diocese received John Martin Henni 

Bishop Henni was born in Switzerland, studied there and at 
Rome, came in 1828 to America at Bardstown, Ky., and then 
taught at Cincinnati in 1834; in 1837 he became the founder 
of DER WAHRHEITSFREUND of Cincinnati and was its editor for 
six years during which he experienced the need for the power 
of the press. 

as its first bishop. Shortly before there had been 7,000 Catho¬ 
lics in the state; by 1845 the number had grown to 25,000 of which 
14,538 were Irish and English, 5,628 French, 2,776 German and 2,148 
Indian. Between 1849 and 1853 the Cathedral of St. John was built. 
Bishop Henni placed articles about Wisconsin as a good place to 
settle in DER WAHRHEITSFREUND, his former paper. These attracted 
many Catholic Germans. Similar publicity appeared in the WESTERN 
CATHOLIC REGISTER (Detroit), the U. S. CATHOLIC MAGAZINE (Baltimore) 
and the CATHOLIC ALMANAC in its annual editions. Austrian priests 
arrived in the forties, among them Dr. Joseph Salzmann. Thousands 
of Catholic Luxemburgers also came, mostly settling around Port 
Washington. Dutch Catholics came in 1848 and later; by 1927 there 
were about 40,000, mostly around Green Bay, De Pere and Little 
Chut. From 1853ff. came Catholic Belgians but many were not faith¬ 
ful as often those from Belgium's mining regions were anti-clerical 
socialists. Bishop Messmer of Green Bay, to combat their activi¬ 
ties, invited the Premonstratensians from the Netherlands; some of 
that order arrived in 1893 and the Priory of St. Norbert at West de 
Pere was established in 1898. As a result quite a few Dutch and 
Flemish papers came into being but only two were Catholic, both in 
De Pere: the DE PERE STANDAARD and DE V0LKSSTEM. Among all immi¬ 
grants the Germans led: by 1870, 320,000 had settled in Wisconsin 
and another great number followed in the 1880's. Second in number 
were the Irish. 
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In 1868 two additional dioceses were established: La Crosse with 
Bishop Michael Ileiss and Green Bay with Bishop Joseph Melcher who 
later began in Milwaukee the CATHOLIC HERALD, the first official 
paper. In 1875 Milwaukee was raised to an archdiocese and Bishop 
nenni became the first archbishop. He died in 1881 and was fol¬ 
lowed by Archbishop Heiss (l88l) who in turn was succeeded by 
Frederick Xavier Katzer in 1891. 

In the 1880's andl890's there came, in addition to the Germans, a 
large number of Poles who settled especially in Southwest Milwau¬ 
kee, a little Poland. Ayer's directory for 1880 listed for Wis¬ 
consin eight periodical publications, one for La Crosse, and the 
others in Milwaukee; there was one English newspaper and one maga¬ 
zine; there were five German titles and one Bohemian. In 1889 many 
foreigners were upset by the passage of the"Bennett Law", requiring 
compulsory education in the English language. The repeal was forced 
in 1890 by a great Democratic protest* aided by the three bishops. 
Many Catholic schools of various types were established. St. Fran¬ 
cis became the provincial seminary for priests. By 1891, 110,000 
Catholics c£ould be counted in the 167 congregations of which 33 
were English-speaking, 19 German, 10 Walloon-Belgian, 6 French, 14 
Polish, 1 Dutch, and 9 Bohemian; the remainder were mixed. Interest¬ 
ing to follow is tlie section in Ayer's directory which; designates 
publications as"Catliolic" : in 1883 there are 2; 1884, 3; 1885, 4; 
1886, 5; 1887-9, 4; 1890-2, 7; 1893-8, 8; 1899, 9, and in 1901, 10. 

The Irish in Wisconsin had the first secular paper, the MILWAUKEE 
COURIER in 1841, published by Josiah A. Noonan, who also published 
a supplement, the IMMIGRANT AND IRISH REPEALER. In the early days 
Irish Catholics read the BOSTON PILOT, the NEW YORK FREEMAN'S JOUR¬ 
NAL, and the IRISH WORLD. In 1843 Fr. Kundig had arranged the first 
celebration of St. Patrick's Day in Milwaukee, a demonstration that 
brought out 3,0t0 Catholics. In 1848 there existed forty "Club 
Lots", moaning Irish settlements in Wisconsin. Gradually more Irish 
paper became available throughout the raid-West: in Chicago, the 
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IRISH REPUBLICAN, a Fenian organ of 1867, St. Paul's NORTHWESTERN 
CHRONICLE, Milwaukee's CATHOLIC VINDICATOR, then the CATHOLIC 
CITIZEN and the CIIIPPEWS SENTINEL. Milwaukee's CITY DIRECTORY 
of 1851/2 listed a "Hibernian Democratic Society"; other societies, 
besides the benevolent associations, were founded from 1865ff., for 
young students of current literature and music. 

In the early time the Germans were favored by having bishops 
speaking their language together with a number of highly educated 
German-speaking priests and laymen. The first newspaper, the 
BANNER (1844) and DER VOLKSFREUND (1847) were local dailies of 
an anti-Catholic and even anti-religious tone; the latter had 
quarrels with the Cincinnati WAHRHEITSFREUND, the paper read often 
by Wisconsin German Catholics before they had their own paper. In 
1851 DIE VOLKSHALLE appeared, being for a short time the organ carry¬ 
ing the city's public announcements. Its equipment was purchased 
for the foundation of the first German Catholic paper, DER SEEBOTE, 
as a weekly in D 1851 and as a daily on Ja 27 1852; Supported by 
Bishop Henni, it was uder the direction of Dr. Joseph Salzmann and 
intended to counteract the anti-Catholic press. But soon another 
anti-Catholic publication appeared, the FLUGBLAETTER (1852) in which 
a Bohemian, Votja Naperstek, raged in vulgar fashion,through 5,000 
sheets placed on street corners, against the SEEBOTE a nd Dr. Salzmann. 

Priests were badly needed in the diocese; since 1845 efforts were 
made to build a seminary. Dr. Paulhuber, Fr. Heiss and Dr. Salz¬ 
mann finally opened St. Francis Seminary in 1856, situated near 
Milwaukee which had been incorporated only in 1851. This seminary, 
also called "Salesianum", soon became an important center for Catho¬ 
lic intellectual life, at first of a primarily German character. 

Widely known were the musical activities begun especially by Pro¬ 
fessor Johann B. Singenberger (see under Milwaukee: CAECILIA) who 
created and taught church music, edited various musical magazines 
and attracted music lovers by the conventions of the Caecilien 
Verein in Milwaukee. A juvenile magazine, OUR YOUNG PEOPLE, also 
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originated at the Salesianum. In 1896 another German Catholic 
center was founded by the priests of the Society of the Divine 
Savior at St. Nazianz, Wis. This society had been established at 
Rome in 1881, publishing religious maga z ines for the people: DER 
MISSIONAER (1881- ), MANNA (1884- )and APOSTELKALENDER (1885- ); 
all originated abroad but were widely circulated in the U. S. Now 
the Society has a large printing establishment, publishing MANNA 
and similar popular literature. 

The Poles became very active in creating parishes and a Catholic 
atmosphere; in politics they were mostly Democratic but the liberal 
Poles were active too. Many Polish papers of Milwaukee and the 
rest of Wisconsin do not fit into our selection; some are even 
anti-Catholic. We had to discard ZGODA (1883-8), KRYTYKA (1886-8), 
KURYER POLSKI, a daily (1888-1937), and GAZETA WISCONSINSKA (l893ff 
for a few years), all issued at the same office of 463 Michell 
St., and all begun by Michael Kruszka. The PRZYJACIEL LUDI, es¬ 
tablished in Chicago in 1876, moved to Milwaukee in 1879 (1884?). 
This paper was edited by Ignatz Wendzinski who had worked before 
with some Catholic papers in Union, Mo., and also with the GAZETA 
POLSKA of Chicago which was not decidedly Catholic; in Milwaukee hi 
paper"took a leading role in the policies of the Polish Roman-Catho 
lie Union (as well as)of the Polish National Alliance " (01.55) 
Purely Catholic principles were held by the KATOLIK and the ZR0DL0 
in Milwaukee. 

The Bohemians (Czechs) in Wisconsin had papers in their language 
also. "Catholic" alone was the VLASTENEK of La Crosse (1898-1927?) 
ipiite a few we regarded as doubtfully "Catholic": II0SP0DAR AMERICKY 
(1880—1), DO MAC NO ST (1883-1907); BESIDKA DETSKA, a juvenile week¬ 
ly (1884), CAS (1893), and VLASTIMIL (1896) were all papers begun 
by one man of the name of Anton Novak in Milwaukee. SVATA RODINA 
of La Crosse seems to be Catholic (listed by the Piusverein, 1907) 
but it probably began after 1900. We believe that R0VN0ST of Mil¬ 
waukee (1896-1901) was not Catholic. 
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Other discarded titles were: 

1. THE MILWAUKEE JOURNAL (1887), listed in Hoffmann, was a non- 
Cathi||lic title established by the Catholic P. V. Deuster in 1882 
which still existed in 1958. 

2. THE CATHOLIC VOICE of Green Bay, noted by Hoffmann in 1902, is 
not to be found in other sources such as Ayer and Rowell before 
1902. According to a letter from the Citizen Co. of Milwaukee its 
subscription list was purchased by them in 1902. 

3. THE LIGHT, listed by Lucey in his "Catholic Magazines" (IV, 

219) as an organ of the National Purity Federation, was checked in 
originals at the U. S. Dept, of Labor Library and it was noted 
that this was an organ of Methodists and Episcopalians. 

4. THE CATHOLIC STAR of Janesville turned out to be established 
only in 1900 by W. A. Goebel.

An analysis of the Alphabetical List shows these results: 

Numerically there are 54 items which began and continued in Wisconsin and 
there were 6 titles which began in another state and were later published 
in Wisconsin: 

CAECILIA,of Dayton, Ohio and elsewhere, was published for a 
time in Milwaukee and St* Francis where the chief editor worked; 
therefore we carry its history also with Milwaukee* 

TEACHER AND ORGANIST which began in Cincinnati and was moved to 
St. Francis. 

THE CATHOLIC JOURNAL OF THE NEW SOUTH of Memphis became a member 
of the Citizen Company of Milwaukee's chain* 

NEW CENTURY of Washington,, D.C. was also absorbed by the Citizen 
Co. 

THE NORTHWESTERN CHRONICLE of St. Paul was another of the Citizen's 
chain. 

SLONCE of New York City was issued for a time in Milwaukee but 
terminated in Buffalo. 


There are 3 items which began in another state but were "dated" also for 
a place in Wisconsin: 

NORTHWESTERN WITNESS of Duluth was also dated for East and 
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West Superior. 

L'OEIL of Minneapolis was also dated for Superior. 

LA VOIX DU LAC of Duluth and Minneapolis was also dated 
for Superior. 

There were 5 titles founded after 1899 but were then closely con¬ 
nected with one of the 19th century Wisconsin imprints: 

THE CATHOLIC HERALD, Milwaukee, 1922ff. merged with the 
earlier CATHOLIC CITIZEN, becoming THE CATHOLIC HERALD 
CITIZEN of Milwaukee i n 1935. 

THE CATHOLIC VOICE of Green Bay, established probably be¬ 
tween 1900 and 1902, was purchased in 1902 by the Citizen 
Company of Milwaukee. 

IOWA CATHOLIC CITIZEN, probably begun in 1902 in Milwau¬ 
kee, intended for Sioux City, la., was published by the 
Citi z en Co. 

DER LANDMANN of Milwaukee, 1902 establishment, was published 
with the EXCELSIOR. 

S0NNTAGSB0TE of Milwaukee, established in 1906, was a Catho¬ 
lic edition of the secular SEEBOTE of Milwaukee. 

From the linguistic or nationality view, of the 54 titles 29 were 
in English of which one is ’'Irish’ 1 ; another is THE CATHOLIC VIN¬ 
DICATOR and, after chan e of title, THE CATHOLIC CITIZEN. In Ger¬ 
man were written 13 items; in Polish, 12; in Dutch, 2; in an In¬ 
dian language, in Bohemian (Czech), and in French (Franco-Ameri- 
can) one title each; to the latter are added two French papers 
of Minnesota, dated at Superior.

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There were 11 items which moved from one place to another in Wisconsin. 
There were two papers which moved from Milwaukee to Chicago, one to 
Buffalo (which came from New York City); two papers were published for 
Milwaukee in Winona, Minn., and one in the same way in St. Paul; one 
paper moved from DePere to Moline, Ill., and back to DePere. There were 
six titles which came to Wisconsin: one from Cincinnati to St. Fran¬ 
cis, one from Dayton, one from New York City, the latter two for a brief 
time only; then three published in Milwaukee which came from Memphis, 

St. Paul and Washington, D. C. 


According to frequency : 

There were 2 dailies, connected with weeklies 

There were 30 weeklies, one bi-weekly and one semi-weekly 

There were 10 monthlies 

There were 2 quarterlies while 3 others changed later to quarterlies 
There were 3 annuals, with another belonging to a weekly 
There was no English daily and the two German ones (one existing 
for only one year) were "secular” in order to have more sub¬ 
scribers. 

According to type : 

There were 24 newspapers with two questionable in addition 
There were 14 magazines, with one questionable 

There were 6 school-papers, 1 parish-paper, and 3 society-papers 
There were 2 almanacs or calendars, plus one attached to a weekly 
There was one directory 

0^ the magazines, 2 were devotional, 2 educational, 3 juvenile, one 
a musical magazine, and the others literary or general in content. 

According to their Catholicity : 

"Catholic by purpose" were 40; of these only one before 1900 was 
(la), meaning "official" for a diocese (N.Wisconsin Catholic of 
DePere); only 2 were (lb), published by an Order; all others were 
(lc), published by priests or laymen. 

"Catholic by attitude" (2) were 4. 

"Catholic by national tradition" (3) were 7; newspapers, especially 
of the 1850’s and I860*s in fighting for existence were forced to 
be rather "secular" to get subscribers.

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Looking at the chronological list , with the exception of the 
isolated Indian almanac of 1834, our impression is one of steady 
growth since 1851. Surprisingly the two first German papers, DER 
SEEBOTE and PORT WASHINGTON ZEITUNG, are not merely attempts but 
reached the age of 73 although through the compromise of being 
rather "secular". Furthermore, the first English weekly, CATHO¬ 
LIC VINDICATOR, is still alive in 1958 though having changed 
title several times. The German weekly COLUMBIA became 65, the 
school-paper THE YOUNG EAGLE, 47, the German weekly EXCELSIOR 65, 
THE CaTHOLIC KNIGHT, with uncertain original date, would probably 
be 73 in 1958. There are five titles current: C..TH0LIC (VINDICA¬ 
TOR) HERALD-CITIZEN, THE CATHOLIC KNIGHT, ANNALS OF ST. JOSEPH, 
ROLNIK, and OUR YOUNG PEOPLE, with three others which have moved 
to another state. 

We call attention to types of periodicals, a factor not so ap¬ 
parent in the chronological list. DER SEEBOTE, the German weekly 
newspaper, (followed after a month by a daily edition) preceded 
the English weekly(in English a daily was not even attempted), 

THE STAR OF BETHLEHEM, half newspaper, half magazine, which 
merged with a local paper whicli had begun meanwhile in Monroe, 

THE CATHOLIC VINDICATOR, which later became as CATHOLIC HERALD- 
CITIZEN the Wisconsin archdiocesan paper, still current in 1958. 
Other rather important Catholic weeklies followed (for dates see 
the chronological list): COLUMBIA, EATII0LISC1IE ZEITUNG, published 
by DER SEEBOTE, the CONCORDIA in Manitowoc, the local paper DER 
VOLKSBOTE, the EXCELSIOR which also published the PATRIOT (La 
Crosse). The first magazine,.MILWAUKEE CATHOLIC MAGAZINE, appeared 
in 18*75 but endured only one year, followed by an educational 
periodical, the CaTIIOLIC SCHOOL KECO.JD which went on for 6 years. 

In 1887 another educational magazine, OUR PjlROCHIAL SCHOOLS, ap¬ 
peared and in the same year the first juvenile title, the RAPHAEL, 
was published. A devotional magazine was the ANNALS OF ST. JO¬ 
SEPH (1889) with a supplement, THE DELIVERANCE (1894-5) which

was published independently as a magazine only in 1893. In 1891-2 
the Polish twin papers DZWON I GOSC (il) were continued by WSZY- 
STKO PRZEZ SEHCE JEZUSA I MARJI (1887). Probably only of short du¬ 
ration was the weekly magazine (?) THE CHRISTIAN HOME JOURNAL a- 
round 1892 as well as the Polish GOSC (i). OUR YOUNG PEOPLE, also 
of 1892, was l a ter published particularly for deaf and mute chil¬ 
dren. The Polish began a youth magazine NADZIEJA in 1893; FOR 
SCHOOL AND FIRESIDE was a musical title (1894) with THE STAMP COL¬ 
LECTOR another specialty of the same year; latest in the 19th cen¬ 
tury was c general magazine, MURPHY'S MAGAZINE (1897). There were 
two weekly newspapers in Dutch:. DEPE.RE STANDAARD (1878) and DE 
VOLKSSTEM (1890), both nationwide for the Hollandish and Flemish 
speaking American Catholics. The first and only parish paper in 
our record, ST. JOHN'S CATHEDRAL, began in 1894. The first society 
paper was begun probably in 1885 and two others in 1893 as organs 
of the Catholic Knights and the Catholic Foresters and their female 
auxiliaries; all three are alive in 1958 but the two Forester pub¬ 
lications are no longer stationed in Wisconsin. THE CATHOLIC DI¬ 
RECTORY, of which the first attempt had been made in New York in 
1817, was published in Milwaukee for a time by Hoffmann and Wilt- 
zius (1886-1911) but then was transferred to New York where, as THE 
OFFICIAL CATHOLIC DIRECTORY, it is still published by the firm of 
P. J. Kenedy. There were still some local papers, the CHIPPEWA SEN¬ 
TINEL (1889), LA TRIBUNE, the only paper in French (1889), the NORTH 
WISCONSIN CATHOLIC (for the year 1890 the first and only diocesan 
paper in Wisconsin at Green Bay), and THE CATHOLIC STAR (1899). In 
1891 the Poles had begun a local paper called ROLNIK to which in 
1908 a national supplement, GWIAZDA POLARNA, was attached; both 
were still being published in 1958. There were also three Polish 
weeklies: SLOWO (1893), KATOLIK (1897), and ZRCDLO (1897 or 98). The 
Bohemian VLASTENEK (1897) was a bit later. Of the CHAIRMAN, c. 1898, 
we have no exact knowledge. 


Especially interesting is the chronological development of the Catho- 
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lie German and English newspapers of Milwaukee, the center of the 
press in Wisconsin,, The first weekly newspaper, the German SEE- 
BOTE (1850) daringly became the first daily in 1851; it was fol¬ 
lowed by the first Catholic English newspaper, STAR OF BETHLEHEM, 
timidly made up like a magazine (1869-71), which soon merged with 
the weekly of true newsjjaper format, THE CATHOLIC VINDICATOR of 
Monroe, which had been established in the meantime (N 1870) and 
moved to Milwaukee (Ag 31 1871), forming THE CATHOLIC VINDICATOR 
AND STAR OF BETHLEHEM (0 19 1871-My 1872), continuing as CATHOLIC 
VINDICATOR (to 0 or N 1878). 

Meanwhile, before 1873, the SEEBOTE, in order to procure enough sub¬ 
scribers, had become secular in its tendencies so that a new paper, 
the COLUMBIA, was greeted: "Finally we have a German Catholic pa¬ 
per" (Ja 1 1873-). That was a challenge for the SEEBOTE, whose edi¬ 
tor quickly created the KATHOLISCHE ZElTUNG (1873-88 or 89) so as 
not to lose his own Catholic subscribers. Consequently the COLUM¬ 
BIA added to its weekly a daily, TAGESBLATT DEll COLUMBIA (My 4 
1874-My 1 1875), made up with content not too "Catholic" to keep 
or obtain non-Catholic subscribers. This wavering made room for a 
new German Catholic weekly, the EXCELSIOR (S 8 1883); two Catholic 
editors of the COLUMBIA transferred to the new paper; it remained 
"Catholic" in the same degree throughout its life. The COLUMBIA 
lost almost completely that characteristic in its last years (be¬ 
fore 1938). The EXCELSIOR added another German Catholic weekly, 

I)ER PATRIOT, for the diocese of La Crosse but published in Milwau¬ 
kee with its own (1888-1919), and added in 1902 an agricultural 
Catholic weekly DER LANDMANN which later merged with the KATHOLISCHE 
WOCHENBLATT which has survived in Omaha until today (1958). The old 
SEEBOTE did not completely depart from the Catholic line; it became 
in 1906 a publication of the COLUMBIA which had at that time a more 
Catholic editor who recatholicized both papers to a certain degree 
and created for the SEEBOTE a truly Catholic Sunday edition, DER 
SONNTAGSBOTE (1906-22). 
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In the meantime the English Catholic weekly, THE CATHOLIC VINDI¬ 
CATOR had changed its name to CATHOLIC CITIZEN (N 1878-1935) which 
merged with the CATHOLIC HERALD (1922-35) which had been estab¬ 
lished as the first Milwaukee archdiocesan paper. THE CATHOLIC 
HERALD CITIZEN, with the same function, still exists in 1958. 

The state of Wisconsin is rather rich in holdings of its 19th 
century publications. As far as we could determine WHi lias 15 items, 
WMSF has 14, WM has 3, WLac has 1, the Chancery Archives of the 
Green Bay Diocese has 1, St. John’s School for the Deaf at St. Fran¬ 
cis has a complete file of its own OUR YOUNG PEOPLE, the University 
of Our Lady of the Sacred Heart at Watertown has its own SACRED 
HEART COLLEGIAN, St. Norbert Abbey at West DePere has its own 
ANNALS OF ST. JOSEPH almost complete, and its file includes THE 
DELIVERANCE.

DER VOLKSBOTE (The People's Messenger) (1877-1883) 

This German Catholic weekly newspaper, established in 1877,endured 
to 1883. In Bonenkamp's SCIIEMATISMUS of 1882 George Schleyer, a 
Bavarian, is given as editor from 1877; Timpe notes its expiration 
in 1883. Griswold has noted that Schleyer, from Ja-D 1873 was the 
first editor of the German Catholic newspaper COLUMBIA in Milwau¬ 
kee which seems doubtful but he was from 1908ff. with the KATHO- 
LISCHES WOCIIENBLATT of Chicago. There is no word about his con¬ 
nection with the VOLKSBOTE. No further details. 

It was "Catholic by purpose" (lc).

CHIPPEWA SENTINEL (Jl-0 or D 1889) 

CATHOLIC SENTINEL (S 1889 or Ja 1890 - Je 1919) 

This Catholic weekly newspaper, with Irish contributions for the 
Irish readers, was established in J1 1889 as CHIPPEWA SENTINEL; in 
S 1889 it was called CATHOLIC SENTINEL (acc. to Griswold) or, accord¬ 
ing to Oehlerts, changed only after D 1889; it endured until Je 1919 
(according to the file card at WHi although the last copy extant is 
that of My 25 1916). Its founder was Rev. C. F.X. Goldsmith (spelled 
as "...smith" by Griswold, Rowell and Oehlerts but as"...schmidt" by 
WHi), who edited the paper until N 1890, followed by Arthur Gough 
who remained to the end. The masthead of a number in 1914 gave him 
as owner also; the publisher was the Catholic Sentinel Pub. Co. Po- 
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litically it was independent. In contents it was religious and 
literary with numerous articles on the history, manners and customs 
of Ireland as well as historical pieces on Wisconsin. We checked 
parts of vols.3-27, e.g., Ja 21 1802 began with two Catholic es¬ 
says, had a church calendar, news of Catholic associations, foreign 
and local, secular and Catholic news, short notices, a women’s cor¬ 
ner but nothing literary. In 1893 it had as a subtitle: "General 
News Record". THE REVIEW of St. Louis on Ap 12 1900 wrote that THE 
CATHOLIC SENTINEL had printed a much disputed article about the Manna 
of the Bible. It must have been well known since all major newspaper 
directories listed it. Sr. M. J. McDonald says that the Irish of 
Wisconsin read it in addition to the better known Irish papers of 
the East. It was not meant to be merely a local paper of Chippewa 
Falls but also for the Catholics of nearby cities as LaCrosse, Mar¬ 
quette, and Green Bay. 

We know that this weekly was published on Thursday with 8 pages of 
6 columns, 15x22 inches, and priced at $1.50 through the entire period. 
Circulation grew from 2,000 (1892), to 2,500 (1895), to 2,700 (1897), 
and then declined to 2,400 (1000) and 1,200 (1914). 

It was "Catholic by purpose" (lc). In 1893 it was recommended by 
Bishop Flasch of La Crosse, Bishop Vertin of Marquette, and Bishop 
Katzer of Green Bay.

DePere (1878-94) 

Green Bay (1895-98) 

DePere (1898-1907) 

This Dutch (Hollandish) Catholic weekly newspaper was established 
in 1878 in DePere, changed place and title in 1895 to ONZE STAN¬ 
DAARD of Green Bay, and returned to DePere in 1898 where it died 
in 1907. Its editor through its entire life was Eduard Van de 
Casteele, a Fleming who had settled in DePere in 1877. The first 
owner and publisher was John B. Heyrman who sold his interest to 
Van de Casteele and left the paper late in 1889 to establish another 
Dutch paper in 1890 in DePere (see DE VOLKSSTEM). The Standard 
Printing Co., also owned by Van de Casteele, printed the paper. 
During the transition time of 1889/90 he tried also to publish a 
Catholic paper for the English speaking, probably a kind of edi¬ 
tion of the Dutch paper, called NORTH WISCONSIN CATHOLIC (q.v.) 
which soon disappeared. Heming, a contemporary, wrote in 1898, that 
the STANDAARD was the only Hollandish Catholic paper in the U.s. 

It was not intended as a local paper but to provide for the Dutch 
and Flemish throughout the U.S. WHi owns one number, F, 28 1884 
which was described for us: De DePere St.—Toegewijd aan (dedi¬ 
cated to) God en Land.—Voor de Hollandsche en Vlaamsche (Flemish) 
Iiatholieken in America—Voor Warheid en Recht (For truth and jus¬ 
tice). Its contents comprised two editorials about Catholic educa¬ 
tion, an article against emancipation of women. Rev. Francis Mc¬ 
Hugh, O.Praem., wrote that Van de Casteele was once editor of the 
ANNALS OF ST. JOSEPH, West DePere. but that was a Rev. B. L. Van de 
Casteele, not Eduard. The paper ended when Eduard Van de Casteele 
was called to a governmental position in Washington, D.C. in 1907. 

He later began another English paper in Illinois and died in 1914. 


This weekly was published Fridays in 1878, Thursdays from 1880-1894 
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and Wednesdays in 1895. It began with 4 pages of 24x36 inches, 
changed (1884) to 8 pages of 30x44, 15x22 (l889ff.); priced at 
$2.00 until 1900 and then at $1.50. Its circulation began with 
200 in 1878, grew to 720 (1880), 1400 (1884), 1830 (1890), 2400 
(1895), 2250(1898), and then down to 1850 (1900). 

It was "Catholic by purpose" (lc). 

The DEPERE (0NZE) STANDAARD was the first and only Dutch Catholic 
paper until 1890 when it was joined by a second, DE V0LKSSTEM.

NORTH WISCONSIN CATHOLIC (My 17 1890-1890?)

/on this Catholic weekly newspaper/ 

At first our only sources/were Middleton and Ayer (1890); then through 
Rev.Raymond Fetterer we received more data found as an article, "First 
Diocesan Paper in 1890", in the GREEN BAY REGISTER. Together with our 
knowledge of the editor we now have this picture: The NORTH WISCON¬ 
SIN CATHOLIC xvas established on My 17 1890 in DePere, intended for 
the diocese of Green Bay for which the paper claimed to be "official"; 
it seems to have expired within the year 1890. As editor Ayer gave 
Edw. V. D.Casteele. We know that the Dutchman Eduard Van De Cas- 
teele was at that time the editor of the Dutch paper DEPERE STAN¬ 
DAARD (q.v.) who made the unsuccessful attempt to publish also for 
the English speaking people a Catholic weekly. The editorial note 
in the first issue stated that the bishop urged Van De Casteele to 
begin and that the majority of the clergy favored the publication. 

An official announcement of Green Bay's Bishop Katzer, with his coat 
of arms, appeared, proclaiming St. Francis as patron of the diocese. 

It was intended to be a"Family Paper and Advocate of the Catholic 
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Schools." It offered a column with diocesan and local news, 
had a church directory, treated the "Negro Problem", listed farm 
prices and had railroad schedules, and carried many advertise¬ 
ments of which one of the largest was that for the ANNALS OF ST. 
JOSEPH (q.v. West DePere). On the whole the paper seemed to be an 
English edition of the Dutch paper; both had the same appearance. 

Ayer’s data are that it had 8 pages, 30x44 inches, priced at $1.50 
although the first issued was listed at only $1.00 a year. 

As an "official diocesan paper, it was "Catholic by purpose" (la). 

The NORTH WISCONSIN CATHOLIC is the first official diocesan paper 
in Wisconsin.

DE V0LKSSTEM (The Voice of the People) (Mr 14 1890-J1 1 1919) 

DePere,Wis. (Mr 14 1890-1906) 

Moline,Ill. (1907~Mr 1919) 

DePere,Wis. (Ap 1919-J1 1 1919) 

This Dutch (Hollandish) Catholic weekly newspaper was established 
on Mr 14 1890 and lasted until J1 1 1919. Its founder, owner and 
publisher was John B. Heyrman who had, in 1878, established a simi¬ 
lar paper, the DEPERE STANDAARD. He had left that paper late in 
1889 which was then continued by its editor (q.v.). Heraing (p.29l) 
wrote in 1398: "In Ja 1890, in company with Jan Antoon or John Anton 
Kuypcrs he purchased the Brown County DEMOCRAT and shortly after¬ 
ward commenced the V0LKSSTEM. ... Kuypers, who had arrived in the 
U. S. in 1886 and had worked in the Standard Printing Co. until 
his partnership with Heyrman, became the editor. ... (The paper's) 
purpose was to spread and defend the Catholic religion (and) had 
in addition to editorials also general news of this and the old 
country; it was a Catholic family paper (and) was approved by se- 
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veral archbishops and bishops.” Around 1901 Kuypers joined the 
publishing firm, now called Ileyrman b Kuypers; somewhat later 
when Heyrman had left, it remained as the Kuypers Publishing Co. 

That it was possible to have two Dutch Catholic papers in one small 
city is astonishing. The STANDAARD's circulation even increased 
from 1891-99, when the VOLKSSTEM began, from 1200--2000, but the 
latter nevertheless reached the STANDAARD's earlier figure of c. 
1000-1500. The reason, of course, is that both paperswere not 
local but intended to serve Dutch and Flemish Catholics throughout 
the U.S. and these two were the only Catholic Dutch papers. 

Ayer, Hoffmann and Rowell had listed the VOLKSSTEM without inter¬ 
ruption during the years 1900-1913, always for DePere, but AN has 
the paper merged with the GAZETTE VAN MOLINE (ill.), established in 
1907. Rev. Francis McHugh, O.Praem., gave us the year 1907 for 
that merger while Lucas, p.539, has cited J1 1 1919. The GAZETTE 
VAN MOLINE was a Flemish paper, not Catholic. The secular direc¬ 
tories list it; none remark that it merged with the VOLKSSTEM but 
that it joined (probably in 1919) with the Flemish GAZETTE Vj^N 
DETROIT (established in 1914) which was not Catholic either. As 
it seems only the publishing was done in Moline; DE VOLKSSTEM kept 
its title and continued to be listed for DePere with Kuypers as 
its (local?) editor to 1915, followed by Adolph Suess to 1919. 
Certainly it was connected with the GAZETTE VAN MOLINE as we note 
from Kuypers Pub. Co.'s farewell words in the last issue of Je 
24 1919, copied for us from the original Dutch copy by Mrs. Cheryl 
Swan, noting that forced by circumstances they had to stop pub¬ 
lication of DE VOLKSSTEM with this number, convinced by the exper¬ 
iences of the last three months during which they had had the paper 
back in DePere with fewer subscribers and advertisements than be¬ 
fore that the enterprise was hopeless financially and that even by 
reducing the size to only half of the (8) pages, as was done now, 
a loss of some hundreds of dollars could not be avoided. They are 
sorry that they cannot maintain a Catholic paper in their own lan¬ 
guage. they have arranged for the subscribers to procure the GAZETTE 
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VAN MOLINE if they wish. Finally, they thank their faithful sub¬ 
scribers of the past 3C years. 

At first the paper was published Fridays; later, a round 1896, on 
Wednesday. It had 8 pages except during the last three months when 
it reduced to 4. Around 1890 its size was 30x44; from 1892ff. 15x 
22. The price remained at $2.00. Its circulation was 1,000 (1892), 
1250 (1395), 1000 (1896), 1400 (1897), 15QC (1898), 1400 (1906), 
1750 (1910). 

We categorize it as "Catholic by purpose" (lc).

EAU CLAIRE 

THE CHRISTIAN HOME JOURNAL (?1892-end of 1892) 

This Catholic weekly magazine (?) was established at some time 
before the end of 1892 when it disappeared, according to this 
information from ST. JOHN'S RECORD of Collegeville, Minn., Ja 
1893: "The Catholic Press Co. put out a circular Ja 23 that 'Ow¬ 
ing to his poor health ...Rev. William E.Dcgnan, editor of THE 
CHRISTIAN NOME JOURNAL of Eau Claire, Wis., has been obliged to 
give up the publication of that neat and sprightly Catholic week¬ 
ly'." Hoffmann listed it only once in 1893. There is no trace of 
it in the libraries of Madison nor Milwaukee.

KIKINAWADENDAMOIWEWIN (Almanac) WA AI0NGIN OBIBONIMAN DEBENl/ 

MINANG IESOS/ (Short rule). 1834. 

This Indian Catholic (annual?) almanac or calendar for the year 
1834 was printed at Green Bay. "Indian" here seems to mean the lan¬ 
guage of the Chippewa tribe because on the original is handwritten, 
"Chippewas Almanac". Probably only this single issue appeared which 
makes it doubtful that we can call it a true"serial". That "1834" 
is the date, not 1833 as first believed, is proven by the bill men¬ 
tioned below. McMurtrie first mentioned the almanac with 1833 as 
the date in his EARLY PRINTING IN WISCONSIN; afterthe document was 
found, he gave the correction in his FIRST KNOWN WISCONSIN IM¬ 
PRINT. The bill says: For Rev. Samuel Maz z uchelli, superintendent 
of the Catholic Mission at Green Bay. To the Menomonee Nation of 
Indians ... Thousand Dollar for services rendered ... during the 
years 1831, 2, 3, 4 ... and finally to an Indian Almanac rendered 
by signs equally usefiil to those among the Natives who are unable 
to read their language ... 150 copies, $>18.00.— The bill was pre¬ 
sented in Nov. 1834 by Joseph Dickinson (editor of the second news¬ 
paper established in Green Bay) as the attorney for Father Mazzu- 
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chelli. McMurtrie believes the printer may have been Albert G. 

^rlev. Samuel Mazzuchelli can be taken as the originator of 
the Almanac although he did not mention it in his MEMOIRS. 

In that work (p.lQl) he cites only a book with prayers and 
hymns, printed at Detroit in 1833. As a young Italian Domi¬ 
nican novice in Rome he had heard the report of Bishop Ed¬ 
ward Fenwick ofCincinnati which induced him to become a 
missionary. From 1830 he was very zealous in the North¬ 
west territories of Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa and Illi¬ 
nois. He built the first church and Catholic school of 
Wisconsin at Green Bay and also a church at Prairie du Chien 
and other places before becoming, in 1839,Vicar General un¬ 
der Bishop Loras of Dubuque. He died in 1864. 

Ellis and John V. Suydam, publishers of the GREEN BAY INTELLI¬ 
GENCER, founded D 11 1833. lie also found that the Menomonee Na¬ 
tion refused to pay the bill. In 1833 the Menomonee (also spelled 
Menominees) Indians in and around Green Bay numbered c. 2,500. 

Of this Almanac we saw a photostat of the original in the Rare 
Book Room of the Library of Congress. It consists of 14 unnumbered 
leaves, 4x6M> inches, printed on one side only, inserted into an 
unprinted paper cover. It is a calendar with feast days but with¬ 
out rubrics or notes. 

We call this Almanac "Catholic by purpose” (lc). 

If truly a "serial" it was the first Catholic one in Wisconsin,

LA CROSSE 
CHAIRMAN (before 1898-?) 

This Catholic weekly (newspaper?) began before 1898, probably for 
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a short time only. The only source is lleming which was published 
in 1898; although no directory has it listed we think one may 
trust a contemporary Wisconsin writer. Sr. M. Frances Claire, 
Viterbo College Librarian, searched thoroughly in La Crosse, in 
the old city directories and the public library and asked older 
priests and others without result. 

PATRIOT (also LA CROSSE PATRIOT) (N 24 1888-1919) 

La Crosse (pub. in Milwaukee) (N 24 1888- ) 

Milwaukee (pub. for LaCrosse (1899-1919) 

This German Catholic weekly newspaper began N 24 1888 and continued 
to 1919. It was founded by the Excelsior Publishing Co. of Mil¬ 
waukee for the diocese of La Crosse and was closely connected with 
the German Catholic newspaper EXCELSIOR (cf. Milwaukee). The lat¬ 
ter's editors (Alfred Steckel to 1889 and then John M.A. Schul- 
theis) and the manager, Joseph Springob, contributed to its gene¬ 
ral matter while the editor in La Crosse, Gustav Keller, added 
the more local material, probably until 1899 when the PATRIOT moved 
to Milwaukee and then was treated as an edition of the EXCELSIOR. 
That is perhaps the reason why the MILWAUKEE CITY DIRECTORY lists 
it only for 1891-9. We were not able to see originals but we sup¬ 
pose the PATRIOT'S contents was similar to that of the EXCELSIOR. 

The PATRIOT was published Thursdays, like the EXCELSIOR, and had 
the same number of pages, 8, and si 7 e, 18x24, but was priced at 
50 cents less at $2.00. From the beginning it had some illustra¬ 
tions which later increased. Its circulation began with 800 in 1890, 
quickly reached 1700 by 1891, its highest figure; it varied from 
1,400 to 1,600 and came down to 1,300 by 1914. 

Like the EXCELSIOR it was "Catholic by purpose" (lc).

VLASTENEK (Patriot)(S 1898-1927?) 

This Bohemian (Czech) Catholic weekly newspaper was established 
in S 1898 and continued at least to J1 28 1927 of which a micro¬ 
film copy exists at WHi. The WHi catalog card has "1927?"; Ayer 
listed it for the last time in 1929; incorrect is the opinion ex¬ 
pressed in a letter from the Bohemian Benedictine Press that it 
ended in 1918 and also incorrect is Baumgartner's listing of it 
for 1930. The paper's owner and editor was John Soukup and the 
Soukup Bros, of 112 Main St. are given as publishers; since 1923 
Albert Cuta's name appeared as editor. Politically the paper was 
"Independent”. 

VLASTENEK was first published on Friday, then toward its end on 
Thursday. It had 8 pages of 15x22, sold at first for $1.25, 
then from 1923ff. for $2.50. Its circulation in 1899 was given 
as less than 1,000, in 1901, 1,800, in 1902, 2,100, in 1906 2,375, 
in 1914, 3,500, in 1922 with 4,800 and in its last year of 1927, 
3,400 copies. 

VLASTENEK was "Catholic by purpose" (lc), listed as such in Catho¬ 
lic and secular sources.

This Catholic quarterly school paper was begun in D 1891 and expired 
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in 0 1893 due to a fire in the buildings of the Sacred Heart 
Academy, Edgewood Villa. The teachers and pupils had been publishers 
and editors. We do not know if the paper was revived in 1894 since 
Sr. Mary Paschala says in her book that it was "interrupted". Since 
we had no response in a letter to the College of the Dominican Sis¬ 
ters in Ja 1957 we cannot give further details. 

The paper was "Catholic by purpose" (lc).

CONCORDIA was a German Catholic weekly newspaper, established in 
0 1874 in Manitowoc, then moved to Green Bay in Ag 1875 and was 
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published there until D 1 1881 when it changed title in 1882 to 

GREEN BAY COURIER and endured until J1 1883; after three months 

it was continued by DER LANDSMANN (N 1883-1923) which was no longer 
Catholic and therefore we do not include a treatment of it. The 
CONCORDIA was founded and published by Rev. Joseph Fekler (Rowell, 

1875) or, as Oehlerts has it, by James Fessler; it was edited by 

Hubert Folge. Before 1876 Bruno Ritter, then with COLUMBIA, is 
also supi>osed to have been its editor. Already in 1875 Frederick 
(or Friedrich) Burkard followed as publisher and editor (Ag 1875- 
Mr 1880). II. A.Burkard took over in Ap 1880-D 1881; the Burkard 
heirs signed as publishers. When the paper received its new name 
of GREEN BAY COURIER Andrew Rummel and Louis Bender were publishers 
(D 1881-1883); no editor's name is given. 

The CONCORDIA was published on Thursday, treated general matters 
and politics, was Democratic in policy, had 8 pages, 30x44, was 
priced at $2.50 and circulated 2,067 copies in 1876 but only 1,000 
in 1881. The GREEN BAY COURIER was also a Thursday paper, of the 
same price and probably also the same number of pages and size; no 
circulation figures known. 

Under both names the paper was Catholic; from Griswold we have the 
impression that it was more political than religious; therefore, 
we class it as "Catholic by national tradition" (3).

This Polish Catholic weekly and semi-weekly magazine began as DZW0N 
in 1891 (Rowell gives as opening date that for WSZYSTK0 P. S, 

JEZUSA I MARJI: 1887; q.v.); Go£6 (il) followed in 1892 as a twin 
publication to DZW0N, united for mailing advantage, but each a week-

ly although of different kind; GO^C had taken its name from a raaga- 
that had just expired: GOSCf (i) (see Manitowoc). Both terminated 
in 1894 when the founder of the three periodicals returned to 
Europe. This founder, publisher and editor was Rev. Zdzislaw 
fcuczycki (who also founded the GAZETA POLSKA W NEBRASCE in Elba, 
Nebr.); he used the income from the publications for the support 
of charitable institutions. He had his own press; see WSZYSTKO ... 
under Manitowoc. There is the suggestion in lleming (p.29l) that 
perhaps Rev. Grutza tool: part in editing the twin publication. Its 
character was devotional and popular. 

The titles appeared alternately as indicated in Rowell (1893), the 
sole source for this: DZWON came out on Tuesday, had 20 pages, 

9x12, and priced at $1.50; the G0^(f was published on Monday, had 
only 4 pages of larger format, 15x22, and cost only 50 cents. Was 
the G0S(f perhaps more like a newspaper too in content? 

Both, titles are "Catholic by purpose" (lc), intended to help 
charitable institutions and edited by a priest.

This is a Polish, perhaps "Catholic" maga z ine, probably a monthly 
established in 1892 at Manitowoc and transferred scon after to 
Milwaukee; it ceased publication in the same year (l§92) so that 
G0SC (il) could be started in the same year. The owner, publisher 
and editor was Mr. Karchut (first name unknown); Kruszka says that 
it was "a sympathetic little people’s magazine". We have no further 
data. When it expired (see DZWON I GO^d (il) Manitowoc) Rev. Luczycki, 
who had published the DZWON since 1891, toolc the name GO^d for his 
second publication since a twin-publication had mailing advantages. 

In the sources the two GO^C are so confused that we decided to num¬ 
ber them I and II; "II" is only by name a continuation of "I". 

Whether GO^C I was really Catholic is difficult to state. We list 
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it because Kruszka speaks well of it which he would not do if it 
were anti-religious and because Rev. Luczycki adopted its name. 
However we place it in the last class, ’’Catholic by tradition” (3).

WSZYSTKO PRZEZ SERCE JEZUSA I MARJI (All Through the Heart of 
Jesus and Mary) (1887-1890) 

This was a Polish Catholic monthly magazine established in 1887 
and discontinued in 1890. It was founded, published and edited by 
Rev. Zdzislaw luczycki who wanted it as a financial support for 
his charitable institutions: a home for the aged, an orphanage, a 
school for handicrafts, and a printing press from which came 
textbooks and "tickets to Heaven” as well as this paper and its 
successor, the twin papers DZWON I G0i/d. His first magazine was 
popular and devotional. Ileming says that Rev. Grutza of the KATOLIK 
(Milwaukee) ’’subsequently ... published a religious periodical at 
Manitowoc,Wis. At present he is at Milwaukee”; this was written in 
1898. We did not find a trace of another religious magazine; did 
Father Grutza take part in Father Luczycki's enterprises? 

We have not details of the magazine's format, price, nor circulation 
We class it as "Catholic by purpose" (lc) for reasons above. 

The W. P. S. ... was the first Polish Catholic devotional magazine 
in the U.S. and also the first Polish Catholic periodical in Wis.

Four of those papers were LE COURRIER 
(Bay City,Mich., 1878?-87?), LE MESSENGER (Muskegon, Mich., 
18787-87? but probably only to 1885), then LA SENTINELLE 
(Marquette, Mich., J1 1888-J1 1889) and,finally, this 
paper at Marinette. 

No further details. We class it as "Catholic by national tradition"(3).

THE AQUINAS (Ja 1894-Je 1900?) 

This Catholic monthly school-paper was established in Ja 1894 and 
continued at least until Je 1900 and perhaps longer. Our sole 
source is an original of v.3, Ja-D 1896 which we examined. Ac¬ 
cording to this it was edited and published by pupils of the Catho¬ 
lic High School, 501 Van Buren St., Milwaukee. In the Preface it is 
said that THE AQUINAS makes its first appearance in public; there¬ 
fore v.l & 2 were done only for the school as an effort of sixteen 
schoolgirls under the skillful editorship of Miss Alice Clarke. Its 
motto was: Labora et vincas. In content, beside school news, it 
had a story, poems, small sketches, an original sheet of music, and 
an editorial, concluding even with an index. 

This school-paper was published monthly during the school year; each 
issue had 12 pages, 8x10, and was priced at 50 cents for the year.

This Catholic German, later German-English (1906), finally English 
(1925-), monthly (also bi-monthly and quarterly for some periods) 
musical magazine was established on F 1 1874 and still continues. 
There have been no suspensions in publication and numeration of 
the issues from volume 1 through 84, since 1874,although the maga¬ 
zine was published in nine different places and by seven different 
publishers; it might be noted that the latest numbers have no pub¬ 
lisher’s name included. 

The founder was Johannes, or John, Singenberger of the American 


Johannes, or John, Singenberger, was born and raised in 
Switzerland where he studied music under distinguished 
teachers. He became known to Bishop Henni of Milwaukee and 
came to the States in 1873 to become Professor of Music at 
St. Francis Seminary. Already in that year he introduced 
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the celebration of St. Caecilia's Day with a nationwide 
observance, as it was done in German-speaking countries. 

With the Caecilien Verein he began its organ CAECILIA in 
1874 and was its editor until his death. Added to CAECILIA 
was an English musical magazine, ECHO, founded in New York 
(1882-4) of which he was also editor. After its failure a 
REVIEW OF CHURCH MUSIC was established by him in St. Fran¬ 
cis, Wis., in 1905 which expired by D 1906 through lack of 
support. In 1883 he had tried to publish at St. Francis the 
magazine FOR SCHOOL AND FIRESIDE which also expired after 
a year. He was a good teacher of music and a composer of 
masses, several hundred hymns, motets, organ music, etc. The 
University of Notre Dame gave him an honorary degree and he 
received papal honors from Leo XIII, Pius X and Pius XI, 
including the Order of St. Gregory the Great in 1882. After 
his death in My 1924 his son Otto took over the guidance of 
CAECILIA. 

Caecilien Verein, a national musical society with headquarters in 
Milwaukee. The society paralleled that of the German group of the 
same name. For 50 years, until his death in My 1924, Singenber- 
ger was the editor, succeeded by his son Otto until the heirs trans¬ 
ferred the rights of the magazine to the music publishing firm of 
McLaughlin & Reilly of Boston. We know little about the period in 
St. Louis, the second time in Boston, nor the reasons for the 
change to Omaha nor who was the publisher there, possibly Paul 
Sing, Box 1012, Omaha,1,Nebr. We know some of the A editors after 
1924: in Boston, William Arthur Reilly was an associate editor in 
1931; Dom Gregory Hugle,0.S.B., of Conception Abbey (Mo.) was edi¬ 
tor from 1936-41 (he died in 195l); another Benedictine, Dom Ermin 
Vitry from O'Fallon, Mo., followed him; he was in ill health in 
1952 and was obliged to detach himself but is still interested today 
(1958) as editor emeritus while Rev. Francis Schmitt is the editor, 
assisted by six contributing editors. In earlier years the contri¬ 
butors were largely Germans, including members of the Redemptorist 
order, such as Victor Iloelscher, T. Anwander, E. Weigel, J. Wirth, 

M. Holaus, H. Dauenhauer and E. Schauer. The magazine was not long 
purely German; already in 1879 some English articles were included, 
the number of which grew. Professor Singenberger knew of the need 
for an English musical ra a gazine and became editor of the ECHO which 
began in New York (q.v.) in 1882 and endured to 1884. He tried another 
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at St. Francis, FOR SCHOOL AND FIRESIDE (q.v.) in 1883 (to 1884) 
and later in 1905 the REVIEW OF CHURCH MUSIC which failed also. 

Its subscribers were referred to the CAECILIA which, in 1906, was 
half-German and half-English to meet the demand for articles in 
English. After Singenberger's death the magazine soon became comple¬ 
tely English. At the same time both society and magazine became 
still more nationwide. In Singenberger 5 s time both were concen¬ 
trated in Milwaukee; conventions and summer schools were held there. 
Their tremendous influence on church music and liturgy was felt in 
widely scattered states. It might be noted that the CAECILIEN KALUN¬ 
DER (1876- ), which was widely read by the Germans in the U. S. was 
published by Pustet of Regensburg, Germany and sold by the branches 
of that firm in New York, etc.; the same is also true of the KIRCHEN- 
MUSIKALISCHES JAHRBUCH, 

In 1874 the CAECILIA had added as subtitle: "A monthly for Catholic 
church music with a music supplement. 11 The latter was a sheet of 2-4 
pages in each issue. From 1882ff. there was also an annual supple¬ 
ment of about 96 pages called CANTICA SACRA, with sacred music, 
masses, and hymns, in quarto; the musical sheets are almost never 
bound in with the magazine and therefore we were not able to check 
them. From the beginning the magazine's purpose was "to banish 
all music of a profane and worldly character and to substitute for 
it sublime compositions of good authorship", and to further litur¬ 
gical music. In addition to articles about music in general and 
composers it brought emphasis on teaching methods. The magazine 
was often praised in contemporary reviews. In 1873 it was announced 
by the KATHOLISCHE VOLICSZEITUNG of Baltimore as a magazine unique 
in its field with the aim of teaching in popular form the use of 
music in church and school, by priests, teachers, organists and 
vocalists. The AVE MARIA of Notre Dame greeted, on My 14 1874, the 
new magazine as one sponsored by Bishop Henni and interesting for 
all concerned with church music. In 1890 the AMERICAN ECCLESIAS¬ 
TICAL REVIEW referred to it, p.239, as "This well conducted monthly 
for church music. ... An intelligent interpretations (useful) to 
directors of choirs." 
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As to format and appearance, the monthly was reduced from twelve 
to ten issues annually in D 1941, to eightin 1943, to a bi-monthly 
in 1948, and became a quarterly later. It began with 8 pages per 
issue, went up to 20 (l880ff.), then down to 12 in 1897; generally 
it carried 16 pages. The size began with 934x12, became 13x20 in 
1880, was somewhat reduced in 1897 to 10x13, and further reduced 
to 6x934 in 1915ff. Its price changed from $1.60 to $2.00 (1880), 
to $2.50 (1950) to $3.00 (1957). It was never illustrated but had 
musical sheets inserted as described above. As to circulation: 1,000 
plus in 1880, 1,500 in 1885, 1,400 in 1886, 1,200 in 1890, less than 
1,000 from 1892-99, 1,500 in 1906, 1,300 in 1938, 1,326 in 1950 and 
1,940 in 1958. 

The CAECILIA was always "Catholic by purpose" (lc); in 1957 it had 
the approbation of the Archbishop of Omaha.

Columbus (?1913-1958+) 

This is a Catholic monthly (sometime quarterly) society-pap© r * 
established in 1893 and still alive in 1958. At first it was the 
organ of the local "Illinois Catholic Order of Foresters" which 
was established at Chicago on My 24, 1883; in 1889 its name was 
changed to the nationwide "Catholic Order of Foresters", a power¬ 
ful benevolent insurance association which had at all times the 
approbation of the hierarchy. Later its headquarters were changed 
to Columbus,Ohio.* At the beginning its organ was not published 
in Chicago but in Milwaukee. In 1899 it was listed for the first 
time in Rowell and in 1906 in Ayer; no date of establishment was 
given except in CPD Meier (1928) with 1893 cited. A letter from 
headquarters confirmed the 1893 date and further substantiation lies 
in the fact that v.60 was published in 1953; however, Mr. Thomas J, 
Carroll, current editor, was unable to furnish dates of the changes 
from Milwaukee to Chicago and from Chicago to Columbus and thus we 
have to doubt that publication was really once at Chicago. Ayer 
lists it until 1912 in Milwaukee and for 1913-4 in Columbus, then 
interrupts the listing; Rowell's directory ceased to come out in 
1908; CPD Meier has it in Columbus in 1908; only CPD Wagner has a 
record, in 1945 and 1948, for Chicago but gives the address of the 
editor in Columbus. We found only two names of editors of which the 
first was Philip J. McKenna who remained until 1908 or longer and 
the second is today's editor, Thomas J. Carroll, listed for the 
first time in 1939. Lucey believes that the publication at first 
was more like a bulletin. According to ULS no library has copies 
earlier than 1932 and therefore our data are fragmentary. 

Apparently the monthly always had 8 pages of lCfy^xlS^ (1906:11x17) 
inches in 1899 as well as in 1908ff. Its price was 13 cents as long 
as 1908 at least; it became a quarterly somewhat before 1953. The 
paper was circulated as a fraternal organ to members with 123,226 

*In Chicago THE CATHOLIC FORESTER had a predecessor, a few issues 
of a C.O.F.GUIDE after 1889; we do not list it because it does not 
seem to be a regular periodical. 
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copies in 1908, growing to 141,506 in 1956.

CATHOLIC JOURNAL OF THE NEW SOUTH, published with THE CATHO¬ 
LIC CITIZEN. SEE, CATHOLIC VINDICATOR, Milwaukee, for Memphis. 
THE CATHOLIC JOURNAL, which existed in Memphis since 1888, 
continuing two earlier papers, was published from 1912 by 
the Citizen Co., in Milwaukee under II. J. Desmond as edi- 
tor-in-chief of a chain of papers there; Miss Mary Fitz¬ 
gerald was local editor in Memphis until 1935. 


THE CATHOLIC KNIGHT (?1885 or 1908—Mr. 1933; Ap 1942-1958+) 

This Catholic monthly (sometime quarterly) society-paper was begun 
in 1885 (or possibly only in 1908), continued to Mr. 1933, was in- 
terruped, began again with a new series in Ap 1942 and still con¬ 
tinues in 1958. Lucey accepted 1885 as date of origin. According 
to our interpretation the starting date of the Catholic Knights of 
Wisconsin in 1885 is also taken for its organ but generally society 
organs begin later. No directory lists THE CATHOLIC KNIGHT in the 
19th century. The first listing we found was in Ayer (1925) and there 
establishing date was given as of 1908 and similarly in CPD Meier 
in 1932. However, in 1957 the secretary of the Society answered a 
phone call from us with positive affirmation of the 1885 date even 
though the office has no old copies in proof. We know nothing about 
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the management of the older paper. Since 1942 Joseph F.Walsh is 
named as editor and in 1948 also Rev, B.Sneller, O.M.C. Contents 
are devoted completely to society matters. 

The old series, according to Meier (1928 and 32),was a monthly, 
priced at 25 cents per year, with a circulation of 21,000 in 1928 
and 15,000 in 1932, Of the new series we saw two copies of 12 
pages each, 9x11, priced still at 25 cents. As a quarterly it 
circulated 18,000 in 1948 and 25,000 in 1953, 

We classify it as "Catholic by attitude" (2).

CATHOLIC SCHOOL RECORD (Ap or My 1875-1880) 

This monthly educational magazine was begun probably in Ap or My 
1875, because in June the first number was reviewed, and lasted 
until 1880; Bro. David Martin believed until 1879 but Ayer and 
Rowell listed it still in 1881 which may mean that it still existed 
in 1880. The Bray Brothers were signatories as editors and pub¬ 
lishers (Rowell) but in Pettengill we also found in an ad the name 
of the School Sisters of Notre Dame of Milwaukee mentioned with 
the magazine though not with a note of any function. An answer 
from the Sisters in 1958 to our letter stated that neither the ar¬ 
chives nor the Chronicles of the Convent show any record oftheir 
cooperation with the magazine. As professional teachers they would 
have been able to contribute to a publication "devoted to the in¬ 
terest of the Catholic parish schools" (Pettengill), which was pro¬ 
bably its subtitle since the AVE MARIA of Notre Dame announced the 
magazine's first number on Je 19 1875 with the same sentence, plus 
an addition, "in the Northwest". 

Each issue had 12 pages, 9x12 in size, priced at $1.00; its cir¬ 
culation in 1877 was 4,000 and 3,500 in 1880. 
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The magazine was "Catholic by purpose" (lc); Petiengill even had 
added that it liad "the approbation of Most Rev # John M* Henni”, 

THE CATHOLIC SCHOOL RECORD was the first Catholic educational 
magazine in Milwaukee and in Wisconsin. In a Pettengill adver¬ 
tisement it was called "the only Catholic School (i.e., educa¬ 
tional) paper in the U.S. (devoted to) the interest of the Catho¬ 
lic Parish School."

By exception we did not complete this paper*s history under Mon¬ 
roe where it began (see la) because it finally belonged so much more 
to Milwaukee (see lb) where it began the uninterrupted line of a pa¬ 
per which became the future official Catholic paper of the archdioces

lb. THE (partly Irish) CATHOLIC VINDICATOR, a weekly newspaper, was 
moved, at the request of Bishop John Martin Henni, by its editors, 
Rev. John Casey and Dr. D. W. Nolan, from Monroe, Wis. to Mil¬ 
waukee, having been interrupted one or two weeks, beginning with 

Ag 31 1871, and continuing v.l with no.43. Father Casey and Dr. 

Nolan shared the proprietors).ip and editorship (see issue of 0 
12 1871). Father Casey became one of the pastors of St. John's

Cathedral and Dr. Nolan then gave his whole attention to the office 
and editorial work. He was a vigorous writer, doing efficient 
work in behalf of Catholic interests. The office was at 300 Broad¬ 
way until it moved to Hoffmann's building. 

2. THE CATHOLIC VINDICATOR AND STAR OF BETHLEHEM developed from a 
merger of both papers. THE STAR OF BETHLEHEM of Milwaukee (q.v.) 
was, after the SEEBOTE, the second Catholic periodical publica¬ 
tion in that city; it had existed two years from 0 1869-S 1871. Af¬ 
ter the merger TIIE CATHOLIC VINDICATOR was the leader; it continued 
on 0 19 1871 as a 4-page folio, with the same staff and the volume 
numeration of the original C.V.; as publisher was given the Catho¬ 
lic News Co.; R.B. Johnson signed as business manager. 

3. The name of THE CATHOLIC VINDICATOR remained when the second 
part of the title was dropped on My 2 1872, with a continuation of 
its volume numeration until 0 25 or N 1 or 8, 1878, reaching no. 

49, 50 or 51 of volume 8. It still remained partly Irish. During 
that time Dr. Nolan or Catholic News Co., was given as publisher. 

From 1873 the paper was also dated at Chicago with an office estab¬ 
lished there. Pettengill (1877-8) even calls it a "Chicago edition." 
Scott lists C.V. with his Chicago periodicals as did Rowell in 1874, 
adding "issued in Milwaukee". On the Milwaukee originals, however, 
we could not find any remark about a Chicago edition. In 1874 there 
was a new office at 514 E. Water St., where the German Catholic pa¬ 
per COLUMBIA was also located at the same time. In 1874, only Fa¬ 
ther Casey's name was given on the paper as editor. Toward the end 
of the year he severed his connection because of pressing priest¬ 
ly duties; he died in 1902. Then Dr. Nolan became sole owner until 
1878. R.B. Johnson still acted as business manager and E.A. Bray 
was its secretary. Dr. Nolan left in 1878; for some years he was 

in Chicago and then went to Michigan where he died in 1886. We are 
not certain of what its last issue was, whether 0 25 (v.4,no.49) or 
N 1 or N 8 (nos.50,51); N 15 (v.8,no.52) is already THE CATHOLIC 
CITIZEN. 

Checking the DCU microfilms of the paper we note it is striking 
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that the first impression is of a strong Irish tendency without a 
definite proclamation of that fact. The first page/offers Irish 
news and problems, followed by notes of the Catholic Abstinence 
Union; then pastorals, foreign and local news. An Irish serial, 
"Irish Intelligence, underlines its tendencies; agricultural news, 
advertisements and a Miscellaneous section close it. In the Church 
News we read (Ja 1874) that Bishop Hennessy of Iowa forbade dancing 
at church festivites. The paper advertises itself as having the 
largest circulation in Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, Iowa, Kan¬ 
sas, Nebraska and Southern Minnesota of any Catholic paper pub¬ 
lished; not a modest statement but a proof that it did not consider 
itself merely a local publication. 

As to appearance in the three phases treated, we know that after 
My 2 1872 its "folio" size was changed to * quarto", its 4 pages to 
8, both facts announced in the issue of Ap 11 1872, p.3. The "folio" 
size was 21x28 and the price $2.00; we have no circulation figures 
for this earlier time, but in the last two years the Saturday pa¬ 
per, including its Chicago edition, circulated 8,900 copies in 
1877 and 8,500 in 1878. 

THE CATHOLIC VINDICATOR, from beginning to end, was "Catholic by 
purpose" (lc).

4. THE CATHOLIC CITIZEN, Milwaukee, was the new name for the CATHO¬ 
LIC VINDICATOR. For the change of title most sources give just the 
year 1878; some have for the beginning of THE CATHOLIC CITIZEN No- 
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vember alone: Baumgartner, Heming, Griswold, and the story of the 
C. CIT., Je 19 1920, but in the latter is reproduced the original 
C. CIT. of N 15, v.8, no.52, which gives us certainty on the begin¬ 
ning of the C.C., if not for the end of the C.V. In the HIST. OF 
MILWAUKEE (Chicago, Western Hist. Co., 1881,p.639) is written, accord¬ 
ing to Fr. Fetterer: "ThejciTIZEN bought the VINDICATOR circulation 
N 15 1878." We could imagine that the change made the interruption 
of the paper necessary, perhaps for N 8 or N 1 (v.8, nos. 51 and 
50) so that the last issue of the VINDICATOR could have been 0 25, 
v.8, no.49. The micorfilm of WHi holdings does not help as it has 
nothing after Je 20 1874 to D 21 1878, which is v. 9, no.5; from 
this number counting backward, v.8, no.52, would be verified as N 
15. 

Rev. George L,Willard and Edward A. Bray had purchased the C.V. and 
became the newly founded paper’s publisher and editor. Father Wil¬ 
lard had earlier been the founder of the Wisconsin Total Absti¬ 
nence Union and continued this tendency in the paper. In 1882 he 
was made Vicar General of Dakota and although he left the paper his 
name continued to appear on the masthead as "editorial contri¬ 
butor" for about six years; later he was in charge of the Bureau of 
Catholic Indian Missions in Washington, D.C. He disposed of Ms 
interests to Mr, Bray who was the sole owner from 1882-91 and who 
placed the paper on a sound basis; his wife also contributed to 
its success. Both left in 189l/for Los Angeles; Mr.Bray died in 
1911. In 1883 Ayer carried an ad which claimed that the C.C. had 
the largest circulation West of New York, covering Illinois, Iowa, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Kansas and Dakota in addition to Wisconsin. Al¬ 
ready from July 1880 Humphrey J, Desmond had been the paper's edi¬ 
tor, The C, C, was warmly recommended by bishops and priests but 
never became the "official"archdiocesan paper. Politically it kept 
a certain independence but was not neutral if there was need to de¬ 
fend a moral principle against a political party. Fulfilling its 
religious function it was therefore sometimes involved in such dis¬ 
cussions. It remained the chief organ for Irish Catholics in Wiscon¬ 
sin. Its office remained at 415 E. Water St. 

At first the paper's content followed that of the CATHOLIC VINDI- 
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CATOR with Irish items on the opening page, then strictly Catholic 
items, as on education, asylums and reformatories, Jansenism and 
frequent Communion, the Catholic newspaper and its mission,etc. 

The Archbishop of Milwaukee and the Bishops of La Crosse,Green 
Bay and Dakota gave letters of reommendations for inclusion. A 
Green Bay section is missing for the years 1885-91 and then appears 
again. For a portion of that time Green Bay and DePere had tried 
a paper of their own, THE NORTH WISCONSIN CATHOLIC but as far as 
we could discover it existed only from 1889-90. 

In Ap 1891 Humphrey J.Desmond not only became the sole proprietor 
and chief editor but also founded the Citizen Co. of Milwaukee to 
act as publisher of THE CATHOLIC CITIZEN and of other publications, 
which he had in mind. First he wanted to make THE CATHOLIC CITIZEN 
a publication for the West with a large circulation (in 1892 the pa¬ 
per had already passed the 10,000 mark), a "national" paper, inde¬ 
pendent of the selfish interests and the rivarly of smaller papers, 
to carry Catholic principles stright forward. Second, he wanted to 
build up a "Catholic Defence League", a "Truth Society", a "Tem¬ 
perance Bureau", and a "Civil Reform Association". To make his 
paper strong enough to carry out these ideas he bought existing 
Catholic papers during the 1890's, merged one part of that chain 
with his C.C. and through use of their subscription lists for the 
C.C., practically killed them; the other part became a series of 
"editions" of the C.C., with more or less freedom for their local 
news, with offices and local editors in their home place; some of 
the contents of the C.C. was carried in each "edition", Desmond 
himself being the editor-in-chief and his Citizen Co., being the 
publisher for the home cities. The following list shows the two 
groups of papers of the Citizen Co.'s chain: 

THE CATHOLIC CITIZEN (N 1 1878-3 1930) absorbed: 

WESTERN CHRONICLE, Omaha, purchased: J1 1898 

CATHOLIC WITNESS, Detroit D 1898 

CATHOLIC REVIEW, Brooklyn, and

IOWA CATHOLIC CITIZEN, Sioux City (after 1902-) 

This second group expired in S 1935 (the last title perhaps ear¬ 
lier when the C.C. itself became THE CATHOLIC HERALD CITIZEN .* 

As to the CATHOLIC VOICE of Green Bay, we could find no other 
information; no directory carried it. Therefore we believe it 
may have had a very short existence in Green Bay . 

Similarly for the IOWA CATHOLIC CITIZEN we found no information 
for Sioux City. The title CATHOLIC CITIZEN suggest that this 
paper began in Milwaukee, intended for Iowa since Sioux City 
at that time had no Catholic paper. 

From 1891 ff. Desmond's CATHOLIC CITIZEN became different; the 
Irish flavor is still there but less apparent; Catholic items oc¬ 
cupy the first page, the paper is illustrated and new departments, 
such as "Home Circle", "Our Young Folks", are added. Desmond, as 
chief editor, added to the headline of the paper a note of his suc¬ 
cess in buying different papers, claiming the largest circulation of 
any Catholic paper in America which was perhaps justified by add¬ 
ing all subscription lists together. Desmond himself, who had been 
a lawyer, was one of the vigorous old school of "personal" jour¬ 
nalists; in 52 years he wrote 15,000 editorials, several books and 
articles for magazines. Politically he was a Democrat. The MONTHLY 
BULLETIN OF CURRENT LITERATURE said in Ja 1893 of the C.C.: "It 
gives us all the Catholic news of that great and growing common¬ 
wealth and usually has something to say on the questions of the day 
that are worth pondering and carefully considering"; in the Ap 1863 
issue it said: "The C.C. is preparing to issue a 'Temperance edi¬ 
tion' ... an excellent idea, and if we may judge from their ex¬ 
perience with their recent 'Catholic Truth edition' it will be a 
great success." Wit? the latter publication Desmond had joined the 
efforts of the Paulist Fathers of New York. In 1894-5 Desmond made 
a most notable campaign against Know-Nothingism. In the Golden 
Jubilee number of J1 19 1920 a detailed history of the paper ap¬ 
peared. Desmond was president of the Citizen Co. until his death 
on F 16 1932. Then his son, Humphrey E., became manager of the 
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C.C. In S 1935 he merged it with TIIE CATHOLIC HERALD and the chain 
papers expired. 

The C.C. was published on Saturday and had 8 pages, at first 17x 
21 Vi (1880-c.1890), then about 17x23; until c.1920 its price was 
$2.00, then $2.50. Its circulation at various times was: 1880, 
6,000; 1892, 8,900; 1901, 10,000; 1930, 14,200; 1932, 26,874. 

The AVE MARIA (Notre Dame) said on Je 10 1893: "The C.C. has new 
types and a new form; (it) is now the most attractive Catholic 
journal in the U,s." In S 1935 it reached vol.65. 

The C.C. was always "Catholic by purpose" (lc), recommended by 
the archbishop and the bishops of Wisconsin. An Ayer advertise¬ 
ment in 1883 (p.848) called it the official organ of the Arch¬ 
diocese and of the Dioceses of Green Bay, La Crosse and the Vi¬ 
cariate of Dakota but the paper itself did not carry such a state¬ 
ment. In 1922 THE CATHOLIC HERALD became the first official paper 
of the Archdiocese.

5. CATHOLIC HERALD CITIZEN (S 28 1935-1958+) 

In describing this double title we must first take the CATHOLIC 
HERALD, a twentieth century paper and outside of our scope but 
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necessarily treated because of its merger with the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury CATHOLIC CITIZEN ( supra ). 

5a THE CATHOLIC HERALD was established in Milwaukee on F 16 1922 
and continued until 1935. Archbishop Messmer made it the official 
paper of the Archdiocese (which was the owner) and the dioceses of 
Wisconsin. Its manager was Rev. Joseph F. Barbian and its editor 
John G. Palange. Nicholas Gonner, the well-known journalist of 
Iowa, took charge of it in the summer of 1922 with the intention of 
moving his TRIBUNE, the only existing Catholic daily, from Dubu¬ 
que to Milwaukee and of merging it with THE CATHOLIC HERALD but he 
was killed in an auto accident which killed the plan. Alfred Paul 
Schimberg joined the staff as editor in 1922 and remained until its 
end; then he joined the CATHOLIC HERALD CITIZEN until 1949. He had 
added a monthly supplement, THE CATHOLIC FRAMER. Rev. Franklin J. 
Kennedy, too, had joined the original CATHOLIC HERALD in My 1935 
and has remained with the C.H.C. until today (1958). Publisher of 
the C.H. was the Wisconsin Catholic Publishing Co. 

THE CATHOLIC HERALD was a Saturday paper. 

It was "Catholic by purpose" (la) as the official archdiocesan paper.

5b. CATHOLIC HERALD CITIZEN was the new title after the merger, 
developed from the C.H.'s failure. Though it had first place in 
the double title the volume numeration followed that of the CITIZEN, 
finishing with S 28 the last numbers of v.65 and beginning in N or 
D 1935 with v.66, going back to 1870 as date of origin. Of its 
staff the general manager, II. E. Desmond, remained (-1958+); from 
the HERALD Rev.Franklin Kennedy came over as editor (-1958+) as 
did Alfred P.Schimberg until his death in 1949. The publisher is 
"The Archdiocese" with the Archbishop, or The Milw. Cath. Press 
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Apostolate, Inc., as president; the printer is the Milw. Citizen 
Co.with its office (in 1938) at 523 E. Wells St. The paper was 
and is very successful and is designated as the "World's live¬ 
liest Catholic newspaper", e.g., its Christmas edition of 1939 was 
one of 80 pages; as noted, a Catholic farmer’s Supplement was es¬ 
tablished in 1943 by A. P.Scliimberg. Its ever growing circulation 
reflects strong support. 

The paper is still a weekly, originally issued on Saturday but 
since 1950 on Thursday. Its price of $2.50 in 1938 ff. was raised 
to $3.00 in 1950. In circulation it has gone up since 1938 with 
33,864 copies to 72,633 in 1948,and to 102,230 in 1953. 

The C.ll.C., as the official paper of the Milwaukee Archdiocese, 
is "Catholic by purpose" (la).

Milwaukee (Ja 1 1873-S 1922) 

Winona,Minn.,pub. for Milw.(S 20 1922-1938) 
also dated at St. Louis,(Ja 12 1927-38) 

This German Catholic weekly newspaper was begun on Ja 1 1873 in 
Milwaukee; it published a daily (1874-5), and a calendar around 
1899; it was published in Winona, Minn., for Milwaukee from S 20 
1922-D 21 1938 and, in those last years (1934-8) was also dated at 
St. Louis. 

In 1871 Adolf Wibbert, with the support of Rev. Lorenz Conrad, 
pastor of Holy Trinity Parish of Milwaukee, decided to found a 
Catholic newspaper. Bishop llcnni appointed the Vicar General, Fr. 
Kundig, to assist. A stock company was formed to which belonged, 
in addition to the Vicar General, these priests: Joseph Holzhauer, 
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John Gmeiner, Lorenz Conrad, W. Bonenkamp, P. A. Schleyer; and 
these laymen: Nicolaus Hoffmann, Valentin Zimmermann, Adolf Wib- 
bert (members of Der Deutsche Katholische Presseverein). From 
this group were elected Fr. Kundig as president, Hoffmann as vice- 
president, Gmeiner as editor, and Adolf Wibbert as local editor 
and manager. In two years the latter procured 5,000 subscribers 
(the LIT. HAND, for 1874 already lists 4,000), a success leading to 
the idea of making the weekly into a daily. Fifty years later, 
in 1922, the story was written into the Golden Jubilee number of 
COLUMBIA by the same Wibbert* who had, in the meanwhile, become a 

*0ne would believe that Father Wibbert would have recalled 
his colleagues of 1873 and those events; he has the paper 
beginning one year earlier but we are certain it began 
in 1873, not 1872. He does not mention George Schleyer as 
the COLUMBIA'S first editor, the same one who later was 
the editor of DER V0LKSB0TE in Chilton, Wis., and from 
1908 ff. was with the KATH0LISCI1ES WOCHENBLATT of Chicago. 
However, Griswold and Oehlerts list Schleyer with those 
dates. On Wibbert's behalf is the contemporary LIT. HANDW. 
which gave in 1873 Rev. Johann Gmeiner; Haugg in 1899 has 
only Gmeiner; Rowell in 1874 had Gmeiner as editor; WHO'S 
WHO IN AMERICA, 1914-5 credits Gmeiner as having been edi¬ 
tor "over three years" which would give Ja 1873, working 
back from F 10 1876. 

priest. Was George Schleyer really the first editor (Ja-D 1873) 
or perhaps an assistant to Rev. Johann Gmeiner or is his name mixed 
with that of P. A.Schleyer named above? Gmeiner, a professor at 
St. Francis Seminary, was the editor in the paper's first office at 
415 E. Water St. The 1873 LITERARISCHE HANDWEISER greeted the paper 
with the words, "Finally Milwaukee has a Catholic weekly". It had 
been without a decidedly Catholic organ since DER SEEB0TE had become 
rather secular. The latter's publisher, Peter Victor Deuster, also 
a Catholic, fearing that the COLUMBIA would take Catholic subscribers 
from the SEEB0TE decided in the same year to begin a competing pa¬ 
per, DIE KATHOLISCHE ZEITUNG; this move pushed the COLUMBIA to create 
a less Catholic daily as competition to the SEEB0TE while stress¬ 
ing the Catholicity of the weekly COLUMBIA by the subtitle: "the 
German Catholic weekly". In the issue of Je 11 1874 we saw printed 
letters of recomraendation from Bishop Ilenni of Milwaukee and Bishop 
Heiss of La Crosse; the editorial stressed the COLUMBIA a s a "de- 
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cidedly" Catholic German family paper. 

TAGESBLATT DER COLUMBIA (Daily edition of the COLUMBIA). 

Already in 1874 the LIT.HANDW. had spoken of the idea of becoming 
a daily, the fifth of the German dailies in the U.S., presumably 
meaning Catholic as at that time thorewre the AMERIKA of St. 

Louis, BUFFALO VOLKSFREUND, CINCINNATI VOLKSFREUND and the SEEBOTE 
of Milwaukee; there were about 40 German secular dailies throughout 
the U.S. The plan could not be reali z ed in Ja 1874 but only on My 
4 of that year and it did not endure beyond a year. It is strange 
that the daily COLUMBIA was not mentioned in the MILWAUKEE CITY 
DIRECTORY where the weekly was listed each year. The almost com¬ 
plete set of one year (1874-5) together with the weekly we used at 
WMSF's Library. As editors were given Emil Knotzer and Professor 
J. B. Mtlller* but after no. 155 of the paper no further editors are 
listed. Its contents looked less Catholic than the weekly, probably 

* This Prof. Mtiller had joined with the previously men¬ 
tioned Rev. W. Bonenkamp and a Rev. J. Jessin in publish¬ 
ing the SCHEMATISMUS DER DEUTSCHEN PRIESTER ...

in order to win non-Catholics as readers; in its 4 pages of 20x26 
it emphasized local and national news. 

The weekly COLUMBIA went on during that year with Fr. Gmeiner as 
editor until F 10 1876; from F 17 1876—Ap 18 1878 Bruno Ritter 
was editor; he was the former editor of the CONCORDIA (Manitowoc, 
Wis.); M. G.Sclileier was business manager from Ja 28 1875 onward 
with the COLUMBIA until F 10 or 17 1876; Alfred Steckel became 
manager Mr 7 1878 ff. while Cajetan Krauthahn, O.M.Cap., was the 
editor from Ap 18 to J1 17 1878 when he suddenly died; Griswold has 
listed him but without dates. It seems that Steckel helped them as 
editor also. He (signing with A. St.) announced in the issue of 
F 12 1880, p.4, that John M. A. Schultheis began on F 19 1880 as 
editor; Steckel again was only the paper's manager; on S 8 1883 
Steckel left the COLUMBIA to become the first editor of the new 
German Catholic EXCELSIOR and also, in 1888, of its offshoot, the 
PATRIOT for the diocese of La Crosse. On J1 18 1889 the Hoffmann 
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Bros, took over the business management; from 1893 the Columbia 
Publishing Co. signed as publisher. Schultlieis, too, left the 
COLUMBIA in becoming editor-in-chief of the EXCELSIOR-PATRIOT in 
Ap 1897 to replace Steckel. COLUMBIA'S new editor was Joseph C. 
Hoffmann (My 1897) who already had been a member of the founding 
group. Ilaug, writing in 1899, said of editor Hoffmann that "he 
now makes of the COLUMBIA a paper that maintains Catholic interests". 
He also referred to the COLUMBIA KALEMDER (1898-1929) as"excellent". 
Besides Timpe, who mentioned the calendar, and Fr. Fetterer, who 
found it|advertised by the Columbia Pub. Co. between 1898 and 1929, 
we found no other sources. We know that the EXCELSIOR, the rival 
German Catholic paper, had a calendar since 1893 with which the 
COLUMBIA probably was obliged to compete. Besides the chronology 
the COLUMBIA KALENDER had stories, essays, anecdotes, poetry, re¬ 
ligious items, biographical sketches and local materials such as 
Father Salzmann's foundation at St. Francis and other Catholic events 
in St. Francis and Milwaukee. Of octavo size it had 152 pages in 
1899, 130 in 1910, 136 in 1912, etc. It was priced at 20 cents in 
the beginning, at 25 cents in 1917, 35 cents in 1923 and back to 
25 cents toward its end in 1926. It had as many as 45 illustra¬ 
tions in the text, plus full page illustations, e.g., 1898, there 
were 12 in "Tondruck". 

The SEEBOTE had meanwhile undergone some changes as a secular pa¬ 
per, "friendly" to Catholics through its Catholic owner, P. V. 
Deuster. When he retired in N 1906 Hoffmann directed also the 
SEEBOTE while the Columbia Pub. Co., was acting as publisher until 
S 1922 when this company expired. Then the publishing of both pa¬ 
pers was done in Winona, Minn., for Milwaukee (S 20 1922) with the 
Westliche Herold Pub. Co. The SEEBOTE expired there in 1924; the 
COLUMBIA continued. Joseph C. Hoffmann was still local editor for 
both in Milwaukee until he died (My 5 1929). Only later in My 1929 
and again in 1934 we found another editor’s name, Henry Hermann, who 
is probably the same Hermann who edited in 1929 and earlier the EX¬ 
CELSIOR of Milwaukee. Publisher was the National Weeklies, Inc. 
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which published in Winona five out of eight papers of that city 
in 1934. Later as editor occurs the name of Dr. II. E. Fritsch 
who is also editor for the other papers of the same publisher. 

The COLUMBIA came to an end in 1938. 

The COLUMBIA had kept the recominendations of the Archbishop and the 
Bishops olfwisconsin and Dakota so that it could call itself still 
in 1885, through, its sub-title, "Organ of the Catholics in the 
Northwest”. In 1891 it advertised itself as "the leading German 
Catholic paper of the Northwest", and in 1892 as "one of the best 
edited Catholic papers (which) contains more reading matter than 
any other paper in America (’). In checking the originals we noted 
that political and religious news from Europe and America were in¬ 
cluded together with anti-Catholic happenings in Wisconsin, general 
church news, a church calendar, a serial story, "humor", and adver¬ 
tisements. In its final period from 1932 ff. Ayer lists COLUMBIA 
irregularly in the religious section; it was no longer as Catholic 
as before and from 1935 ff. refers to itself as "Independent”, not 
as "Catholic". Difficult to understand is that the WIS. CATll. HERI¬ 
TAGE does not mention COLUMBIA at all but only the PATRIOT, and that 
Blied calls it just "a German paper". At VVIIi we saw some issues of 
the last years: 0 3 1934, e.g., is also dated for Winona and St. 
Louis, with the subtitle: "A national religions journal" (not Catho¬ 
lic); its aim was to be "for the edification and instruction of 
the people" but the text was still to some extent "Catholic". 

As to appearance, we know it was published Thursdays except that it 
changed to Wednesdays in the last years. It usually had 8 pages, 
with 10 or 12 occasionally, and 16 from D 3 1924 ff. Its original 
size of 15x22 was enlarged to 17 or 18x23. Its price was $2.50 ex¬ 
cept around 1908 when it was $2.00. After one year it attained a 
circulation of 4,000 copies. 

At first it was "Catholic by purpose" (lc), then becoming less Catho¬ 
lic (3) from 1932-1938, The daily COLUMBIA, we think to be just, 
was only "Catholic by national tradition" (German Catholic) (3). Of 
the KALENDER we don't know but would say probably also (3).

Milwaukee (S 8 1883-Ap 1928) 

St. Paul, for Milwaukee, (My 3 1928-0 3 1946) 

EXCELSIOR was a German Catholic weekly newspaper, established on 
S 8 1883, published irjMilwaukee to Ap 1928, then in St. Paul for 
Milwaukee (My 3 1928 to 0 3 1946); merged with (ja 4 1940) and then 
was absorbed by DER WANDERER and ended on 0 3 1946. Oehlerts has 
N 1929 as the beginning and S 5 (S 26 according to holdings record) 
of 1946 as its end in St. Paul. EXCELSIOR was founded by an incor¬ 
porated association, the Excelsior Publishing Co., which acted as 
publisher until 1928. One of the founders was Alfred Steckel who 
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had worked since 1878 with the COLUMBIA of Milwaukee, then left 
it to become the first editor of the new paper. He remained un¬ 
til 1898 and had during that time also partly taken care of the 
PATRIOT in La Crosse (q.v.) where a local editor was in charge; 
this paper was published by the Excelsior Pul). Co. Since 1883 
Joseph Springob was the EXCELSIOR'S manager; he and his brother 
August had helped found it. The catalog card of Wlli has still 
another editor for 1883-8: Joseph Britz, and Springob only from 
1888 to 1889. He surely was there in 1894 and 1897 and in 1899 
was listed in an advertisement in Hoffmann's Directory; in 1925 
his name is given on issues as "Geschaeftsfuehrer". Springob 
and Steckel began in 1893 (cf. MILW. CITY DIR. 1894) to add the 
publication of the EXCELSIOR KALENDER (q.v. as special item be¬ 
low). In 1897 John M. A.Schultheis, who too had worked first 
with the COLUMBIA, followed and replaced Steckel. He was a very 
efficient editor and also the editor-in-chief of the the other 
publications, the PATRIOT and the KALENDER. We did not deter¬ 
mine if he had a direct connection with DER LANDMANN, established 
in 1902 and published by the Excelsior Pub. Co., nor are we cer¬ 
tain as to Schulthe is' tenure as editor. Once in 1903 Ayer gave 
"Schultheis heirs" as editors but in the following years again 
"Schultheis"; Oehlerts says he continued to 1929 but we did not 
see his name on the paper in 1928. August Springob, Jr., told Fr. 
Fetterer that after his uncle Joseph succeeded a man by the name 
of Hermann as editor in 1929; we suggest he may be Henry Hermann 
who was on My 15 1929 manager of the COLUMBIA. At first the pa¬ 
per's office was at 284 W. Water St., changed about 1885 to 96 
Mason St., again in 1904 to 377 Milwaukee St., and to 368 Milwaukee 
St. in 1924. 

Even when the EXCELSIOR was published in St. Paul, it kept its 
office in Milwaukee where Joseph Springob was the local editor 
until 1936 or longer. In St. Paul, Joseph Matt, the editor of 
DER WANDERER and owner of the Wanderer Pub. Co., was the chief- 
editor also of the EXCELSIOR. On this change we were able to 
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check the reasons which Mr. Springob gave in the introduction to 
v.45, no. 2331 (My 3 1928), the first i ssue printed in St, Paul 
which is preserved at MnHi. In this change also was involved 
DER LANDMANN (cf. Milwaukee). This issue indicated that its price 
of $1.50 was reduced for subscribers to both papers, the EXCELSIOR 
bring jjriced at $2.00 alone and the price of $3.00 for both was 
set. According to the catalog card at WHi, the EXCELSIOR merged 
with the WANDERER on Ja 4 1940 and terminated completely 0 3 1946. 

Checking originals at MnHi, WHi and WMSF we found that the paper's 
subtitle was "to entertain and instruct the Catholic family circle". 
No. 1, v.l, began with a religious poem, miscellaneous news from 
abroad, and a serial story on pages one and two. The introduction 
in this first issue gave as the paper's aims: To counteract the 
poison of the bad press by a Christian Catholic one." ... "It 
does not wish to rival the existent good papers, only (to offer) 
a new champion among them, to have a little corner from which to 
fight for God, Church and Truth. ... 'Who offers much, offers some¬ 
thing for everybody': secular and ecclesiastical history, travelogues 
household hints, agricultural and commercial items; poems, secular 
and religious news of the week, "humor" and a juvenile corner; it 
wishes to be more entertaining than political, like the COLUMBIA." 

The listing of the paper as literary means not serious critical ar¬ 
ticles and reviews but mainly stories, as most of the European pa¬ 
pers have as "feuilleton". 

Heming, writing in 1898, spoke of the paper as "Another widely known 
and popular Catholic publication is the EXCEL8I0R, founded on S 8 
1883 by the Exc. Pub. Co., and incorporated on Mr 3 1886 (which) is 
today the leading German Catholic paper of America (and) has a 
large circulation everywhere in the U.S., not little due to the 
editor-in-chief, J. M. A. Schultheis, whose able work has gained 
for him a most enviable recognition throughout the country." An 
advertisement in 1898 refers to the EXCELSIOR as "the best German 
Catholic paper in America, rich in topics, stories, agricultural 
and market news, with a youth department." A check of later issues 
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confirmed this statement. This content continued when it was pub¬ 
lished in St. Paul excex^t that the Minnesota news preceded that from 
Wisconsin. An advertisement of the Excelsior Pub. Co., in 1898 
combines the EXCESLIOR, PATRIOT and EXCELSIOR KALENDER, calling 
the EXCELSIOR the best and richest Catholic paper. 

The EXCELSIOR was Celled "Catholic" in the various directories and 
was so listed in the Catholic sources; it never wavered. We grade 
it "Catholic by purpose" (lc). 

As to appearance, it was published Saturdays (1883 ff.), Thurs¬ 
days (l886ff.). It had 8 pages of 6(1883) or 7 columns (1883 ff.), 
in a size of 16x22 (1883), 17x24# (1884), 36x48 (l885ff.), and 
18x24 inches (1895 ff.); its price was $2.50, probably until 1906; 
for the clergy it was only $1.00; after 1893 this price was given 

to religious and teachers. For a while the basic price dropped to 
went/ 

$2.00 and then/to $3.00 in 1928 as it remained in 1936, Vol. 45, 
no.2330 was the last published in Milwaukee; no. 2331 the first in 
St. Paul. In 1884 its circulation was 1,100; in 1885, 2,000; 1895, 
5,585, 1897, 6,000; 1901, 6,581; 1906, 7,038; 1930, 5,000; 1936, 
4,250. This p&per was one of the few which is numbered continuously 
throughout its life period.

This German C a tholic,annually published in September, calendar was 
begun in 1893, attached to the weekly EXCELSIOR of Milwaukee (q.v.); 
since it was also sold separately we carry special mention of it. 
Timpe believed it existed to 1929. Since it was published by the 
Excelsior Pub. Co., and edited by their editors (Alfred Steckel to 
1898 and later John M.A.Schultheis) we think it expired in Sept. 

1927, just before its Pub. Co. and the EXCELSIOR did. With the trans¬ 
fer to St. Paul, since the Wanderer Publishing Co., already had a 
calendar,there would have been no need to issue a second one. 

OUR YOUNG PEOPLE of Milwaukee (D 14 1895) praised the calendar of 
1896 as "exceptionally good, stories appropriate and entertaining, 
the numerous illustrations excellent." Its printing was undertaken 
by the M. II. Wiltzius Co. Heming, in 1898, said it had "more than 
100 pages of nicely illustrated reading matter, issued in Septem¬ 
ber of each year" and Timpe (1936) said it contained articles on 
apologetics and church history for 39 years which would mean it 
existed up to 1932 and not 1929 as cited above but we think it con¬ 
tinued only 37 years. 

Since we could not see any of the KALENDER copies we know only that 
it appeared each September, had 100 or more pages, was illustrated, 
with each copy selling at 200. In 1908 it circulated 8,000 copies 
which would mean about 1,000 beyond those given to the subscribers 
to the paper, if they were distributed gratis. 

The calendar was "Catholic by purpose"(lc).

HOFFMANN'S CATHOLIC DIRECTORY, an annual "almanac" plus a quarterly 
clergy-list began on Ja 1 1886 as a rival to Sadlier's similar direc¬ 
tory which was published in New York; both were published concurrently 
for ten years to 1896. When Sadlicr discontinued his list Hoffmann 
called his directory for the first time, in a sub-title, "Official 
Directory". In 1891, although retaining the title "Hoffmann's,"it 
was published by Wiltzius & Co,, who continued publishing under this 
title until 1899. 

The firm Hoffmann Bros, had an office at 418 E. Water St. Volume 
one began in 1886 with the subtitle: "Containing complete reports 
from all dioceses in the United States," and called it "A quar¬ 
terly magazine devoted to the interests of the clergy and laity," 

It was to be published on the first days of Dec., Mar., Juno and 
Sept.; v.l,no,l was Jan. 1, 1886. The combined subscription price 
was only 50 cents ! In his opening 1886 editorial Hoffmann explains 
that "At the urgent request of a large number of the clergy, we 
undertook the publishing, they being dissatisfied with the one(di¬ 
rectory) of New York, on account of its inaccuracy, incompleteness 
... (and) with the exorbitant price ... of 25 cents (sic l) prior 
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to 1880; $1.00 in 1882, $1.50, and (then) forced to reduce to 
$1.25 (due to) protests of the clergy. We decided (to cover) 
only the U.S. . ..; (it is) thorough and reliable in every res¬ 
pect (for) statistics, advertisements (and) clerical changes." 

In the 1887 editorial it states that the latter cannot be correct 
(in an annual), being published for a whole year; therefore, the 
necessity of quarterly editions for the alphabetical clergy list 
and the necrology. But what Hoffmann blamed on Sadlier with res¬ 
pect to including too many countries, he soon did not avoid. To 
the U. S. statistics from 1888 ff. were added those of Canada, 
Great Britain, Ireland, Central and South America, Germany, etc.; 
all these countries Sadlier had carried before. Advertising grew 
in quantity and range of materials with each volume and today is 
considered an important historical source, e.g., for data on book 
production. In 1893 a valuable map of ecclesiastical provinces 
was added and in 1895 an alphabetical list of places. Coverage 
of foreign countries was gradually expanded and, by 1900, included 
Canada, England, Scotland, Ireland, Latin America and parts of Eu¬ 
rope . 

When in 1897 M. H. Wiltzius, a publisher and owner of a church 
goods store, had taken over, with an office at 429-31 E. Water St. 
he wrote his subscribers that he had purchased the Catholic direc¬ 
tory, with all types and "good will", and its subscription list, 
and would publish v.12. In 1898 he introduced a new title page 
but kept the name "Official Directory" at the head; in essential 
things he made no basic changes. 

Only in 1900 did Wiltzius drojF'Hoffmanft's" in the title, THE CATH0 
LIC DIRECTORY,but kept for another two years the quarterly clergy 
supplements. Finally these were dropped in 1903; in 1906 the two 
portions of the title 0FFICAL DIRECTORY and THE CATHOLIC DIREC¬ 
TORY were united as THE OFFICIAL CATHOLIC DIRECTORY AND CLERGY 
LIST. CLERGY LIST was dropped when, in 1912, the publishing was 
handled in New York where in 1817 an abortive CATHOLIC LAITY'S 
DIRECTORY had begun in 1817, followed by THE LAITY'S DIRECTORY in 
1822. The next attempt, more successful,was in Baltimore (q.v.). 
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From 1912 to date it has been published by P, J. Kenedy & Sons. 

For our purpose a significant change occurred in 1913 when lists 
of Catholic periodicals were dropped. 

In format, Hoffmann's DIRECTORY grew from 392 pages to c.1030 
(1895), plus unnumbered ads; it maintained a uniform size of 4H 
xVk inches and a price of 50 cents for both annual and the quar¬ 
terly supplements. 

The Catholic directories, under each title, were "Catholic by 
purpose" (lc). 

Our main sources^were originaljcopies at DCU. A history is given 
in Robert C. Healey's A CATHOLIC BOi.H CHRONICLE; THE STORY OF P. 
J. KENEDY & SONS, 1820-1951 (N.Y.: P.J.Kenedy & Sons, 1951),p.20; 
the same history of the OFFICIAL CATHOLIC 1>INECTORY appears as an 
editorial in the O.C.D. of 1951. Other minor sources: CPD Wagner 
(1948 ff.); Maguie, p.6; Wynhoven (1939).

IOWA CATHOLIC CITIZEN; published with CATHOLIC CITIZEN; 
see CATHOLIC VINDICATOR,MILWAUKEE, for Sioux City, Iowa. 
Sioux City did not have a Catholic paper of its own after 
1902; therefore, probably, this IOWA CATHOLIC CITIZEN was 
created as an edition of Milwaukee's CATHOLIC CITIZEN, a 
chain of papers owned by the Citizen Co., with II. J. Des¬ 
mond as editor-in-chief; the IOWA CATHOLIC CITIZEN con¬ 
tinued, it seems, until 1935. 
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KATIIOLISCIIE ZEITUNG (Catholic Journal) (1873-88 or 89) 

(Published with DER SEEBOTE, Milwaukee) 

This German Catholic weekly (bi-weekly?) newspaper was founded 
in 1873 and continued until 1888 or 1889; in the latter year it 
was listed for the last time in the MILWAUKEE CITY DIRECTORY. It 
was published together with DER SEEBOTE (at that time more of a 
secular than a Catholic paper) and had the same office at 96 Mason 
St. It seems that it was founded because of the fear that the new¬ 
ly established (1873) German Catholic COLUMBIA would take Catholic 
subscribers from DER SEEBOTE. The publisher, P. V.Deuster and Co., 
then created this Catholic weekly. Mr. Deuster was a Catholic, 
politically a Democrat and the owner of the new paper. Our data 
come from contemporary sources; Steiger added that it was "Roman- 
Catholic" and included "news and politics". Timpe doubted its ex¬ 
istence and Catholic status. 

All sources, including the CITY DIRECTORY, gave it as a weekly, ex¬ 
cept the LIT. 1IANDWEISER which called it a "bi-weelcly" which seems 
incorrect. We could find no copies in WHi, WM nor WMSF to check; 
Steiger described it as having 4 pages of 14x20; Tobias gave a cir¬ 
culation figure of 3,000 in 1877. 

The paper waa "Catholic by purpose" (lc).

KAT0LIK (The Catholic) (1897-1901) 

This Polish Catholic tri-weekly (and weekly) newspaper was estab¬ 
lished on Jan. 15, 1897 and ceased publication in 1901. In Kern¬ 
ing's CATHOLIC CHURCH IN WISCONSIN, a contemporary publication, we 
found exact dates and names of the three periods of its management, 
clarifying much of the data from Polish sources and from directories. 
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The KATOLIK was founded by an association of priests "to defend 
Catholic rights by purely Catholic principles". It was the pro¬ 
perty of the Polish Publishing Co., and was issued three times a 
week. Its first editor was Professor Dr.Alexander J a wornicki who 
retired after a brief service; that he was editor from 1897-1901, 
according to Zielinski,appears wrong. During the middle period 
from May 15, 1897 to Nov. 1897, when llev. Bernard Marja Skulik 
became editor-in-chief, it appeared weekly. Father Skulik is 
known from three papers in Shamokin, Pa., and the CIVILTA CATTOLICA 
in N.Y.; he was a contributor to Polish, German and Italian papers. 
The KATOLIIC's third period began in Nov. 1897 when it became t3ie 
property of Rev. William Grutza, with Professor John (Jan) Kuk 
as manager and editor. Both men were also engaged in the &10DL0 
at Milwaukee (q.v.) and at the same time in the G0NIEC POLSKI at 
South Bend, Ind., (1896 for Grutza, 1896 ff. for Kuk). When Fa¬ 
ther Grutza died, the KATOLIK (and the ZRdDLO), collapsed in 1901. 
Both papers were sold to Wladyslaw Smulski, who was at the time with 
the GAZETA KATOLICKA and the D&1EN ^WIETY in Chicago but were not 
continued by him. 

The Ayer and Rowell directories supplied some format data: the 
KATOLIK, first a tri-weekly, was published after May 15, 1897 on 
Thursdays, had 4 pages of 18x24 inches, sold for $1.00 (Ayer, once 
only in 1898, gave $2.50), and its circulation numbered 1|800 in 
1898-1900, and 1,750 in 1901. 

The KATOLIK was a paper "Catholic by purpose" (lc), serving Polish 
Roman Catholics, even if it and the ^R^DLO "were only feeble at¬ 
tempts by the pro-Catholic element to establish a press of their 
own" (Bonikowski, 18). It was included in Hoffmann's CATHOLIC 
DIRECTORY.

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DER LANDMANN (1902-1941) is treated with the 19th century papers 
only because it merged with KATHOLISCHES WOCHENBLATT (Chicago, 

1859- ), becoming KATHOLISCIIES WOCHENBLATT UNO DER LANDMANN, Omaha, 
Nebr. (1941+ ). 

DER LANDMANN (The Farmer), Milwaukee (1902-28) 

pub. for Milwaukee in St. Paul (1928-32. See, EXCELSIOR,Milwaukee. 
pub. for Milwaukee in Omaha (1932-1941) 

Merged as KATHOLISCIIES WOCHENBLATT UND DER LANDMANN, Omaha,(1941+ ) 

This German Catholic agricultural weekly newspaper was begun in 
1902 by persons unknown; no names were included in the directories. 

It was published by the Excelsior Pub. Co., in Milwaukee; when that 
company expired it moved with the EXCELSIOR to be published by the 
Wanderer Pub. Co., in St. Paul. Valentine J. Peter, who had bought 
in 1930 the KATHOLISCIIES WOCHENBLATT in Chicago, bought DER LAND¬ 
MANN in 1932 and published both papers for their localities, Chi¬ 
cago and Milwaukee from Omaha through his Tribune Pub. Co., until 
1941. Then only did he combine both papers under one title: KATHO- 
LISCIIES WOCHENBLATT UND DER LANDMANN, but now listed only for Omaha; 
it was still current in 1958. We have only one editor's name, J.M. 
Sevenich, who lived in Milwaukee, which appears for the first time 
in Omaha (l932-194l). There V. J. Peter is editor-in-chief. 

DER LANDMANN was a paper of 8 pages, 12x18 inches, and sold at first 
for $1.00 in St. Paul, and for $1.50 in Omaha. Its circulation was 
in 1908, 5,611 copies; in 1924, 10,793, in 1932-34, 32,000. 

The paper was originated for the "Catholic farmer" (most of the 
German farmers in Wisconsin were Catholics) but its main purpose 
was to help the farmers in the new country under the different 
conditions in which they were living. In the beginning the paper 
was more strongly Catholic than later. The secular directories do 
not list it as "religious". Although Catholic directories in¬ 
cluded it, we class it only as "Catholic by national tradition"(3).

TIIE MILWAUKEE CATHOLIC MAGAZINE (Ja 1 1875-D 1 1875) 

This Catholic monthly magazine began on Ja 1 1875 and lasted until 
D 1 1875 when it "died painlessly at the age of the l'aschal Lamb", 
as expressed in THE j OEMS OF B. I. DURWARD (Baraboo, Wis., 1917). 
Durward, sometimes spelled Dorward, was the founder, editor and, it 
seems, publisher; the printers were Hoffmann Bros., of 413 E. Water 
St., publishers of the CATHOLIC DIRECTORY. The magazine's sub-title 
expressed its aims as being "devoted to progress in ethics, litera¬ 
ture and art." In the volume we checked Durward had an opening sec¬ 
tion in which he offered his views on what a Catiiolic magazine should 
be; there were articles of various types, essays on philosophy, 
ethical and theological items, poems, etc.; it appeared to have 
been a one-man work. THE CATHOLIC WORLD, in its F 1875 issue (v. 

20, 720) said: 'We welcome (this) octavo monthly of 32 pp. ... 

The editor, having beautified the churches and dwellings of his 
locality with the productions of his pencil and crayon, now takes 
up the pen professionally. ... He brings to his task a refined, 
poetic taste, a genuine appreciation of the beautiful ... and a 
sturdy good sense." 

Each issue had 32 pages, was printed in two columns, tylixS in size. 

We class it as "Catholic by purpose" (lc). 

THE MILWAUKEE CATHOLIC MAGAZINE was the first Catholic periodical 
in Wisconsin.

MURPHY’S MAGAZINE (My 1897-N 1898 or 1899) 

This Catholic monthly illustrated magazine was established in My 
1897 and ended, as ULS has it, in N 1898?, but we believe it 
terminated in 1899 because the MILW. CITY DIR., lists the maga¬ 
zine for three years, 1897-99, with a new address each year: 

761 Marshall St., 56 Merrill Bldg., and still in 1899, 211 Grant 
Ave. We could not discover more of its editor, W. A. Murphy; 
the DIRECTORY gave only the title and Murphy’s Magazine Co., as 
publisher; in v.l, no. 3, the opeing advertisement is for the 
American Bonding and Trust Co.; its manager, Jas. W. Murphy, and 
the address, Merrill Bldg., is the same as that of the magazine. 

The contents of the original copies we saw (v.l,nos.3,4,5, Jl, 

Ag, S 1897, and v.2,no.2, D.1897) consisted of stories, poems, 
life in other countries, local and foreign news, ’’Catholic Notes”, 
"Book Reviews", "Miscellaneous”, "Women and Home", "Editor's Desk”; 
the Madison Summer School is advertised. It was said that younger 
writers are preferred; one of these, born in Milwaukee, and at that 
time special correspondent with the San Francisco CHRONICLE, was 
E. C. Leffingwell. As an aside, the magazine offered a camera as 
a premium for procuring 10 yearly subscriptions. 

It had about 96 pages, inches, was illustrated and priced 

at $1.00. It had a circulation of 2,500 copies in 1898. It was 
published in half-yearly volumes of six monthly issues. 

It was "Catholic by purpose” (lc), having "Catholic magazine" as a 
subtitle.

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NADZIEJA (Hope) (1893-5) 

This was a juvenile weekly magazine which was established pos¬ 
sibly in 1893 (Bonikowski) or 1894 (Zie.) and continued until 
1895. Its publishers and editors were Rev. E. Sedlaczek and 
Kazimierz Neuman, who had joined in the effort to get a foothold 
for Catholics against the propaganda of the radical Polish papers. 
Neuman had worked in both camps with different papers but always 
more on the Catholic side (see DZIENNIK CHICAGOWSKI, the OPIEKUN 
and ORZEL BIALY, in Milwaukee, the SLOWO, and the PRZYJACIEL 
MLODZIEZY). 

Since we did not find the NADZIEJA in the directories, we can 
give no further data. 

According to aim, it was ’’Catholic by purpose" (lc). 

Sources were only two: Bonikowski, 18, and Zie. 81,etc.; other 
Polish reference works do not list it. 

The NADZIEJA was the first Polish Catholic youth magazine in the 
U.S.

NEW CENTURY, published with CATHOLIC CITIZEN. SEE, 
CATHOLIC VINDICATOR (Milwaukee) for Washington,D.C.(q.v.) 

The NEW CENTURY, from 1886-1900 called CHURCH NEWS, then 
NEW CENTURY AND CHURCH NEWS (S 1900-J1 20 1901), and NEW 
CENTURY from 1901-5 (acc. to Ayer), seems to have been 
sold to the Milwaukee Citizen Co., in 1904 and was pub¬ 
lished there for Washington, D.C., by II. J. Desmond, the 
owner of a chain of papers and their editor-in-chief. The 
paper expired in 1935 although Ayer listed it still in 
Washington until 1937; Ayer gave no local editor. 


NORTHWESTERN CHRONICLE, St. Paul. SEE, THE CATHOLIC VIN¬ 
DICATOR, Milwaukee, #4, CATHOLIC CITIZEN. 

This St. Paul Catholic weekly newspaper, THE NORTHWESTERN 
CIHiONICLE, established on N 17 1866, was published in 
St. Paul until 19< 0, when it was purchased by Humphrey J. 
Desmond, owner of THE CATHOLIC CITIZEN and the Citizen 
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Co., of Milwaukee. Later lie published the paper for 
St. Paul as one of his chain until 1935. 

OPIEKUN. SEE, OUZEL BIAKY I OPIEKUN 

ORZEL BIALY I OPIEKUN (The White Eagle and Guardian) (1888-1890) 

This serai-weekly twin-newspaper consisting of two different papers 
joined for mailing advantage, was founded in 1888 and disappeared 
in 1890. Zie. states that both were published by an association 
headed by A. Boncel i S. Hanyzewski, and later by Rudzi^ski (no 
first name). The editors or contributors included Franciszek lliero- 
nira Jablonski (see LURYER, Chicago), Toinasz iobarzewski (see CZAS, 
Chicago, and b'wiAT P0LSK0-AM HRYKAlJsKI , Albany, N.Y.) and Kazimierz 
Neuman (see DZIENNIK CHICAGOWSKI, SfcOWO and NADZIEJA, Milwaukee, 
and PRZYJACIEL MfcODZIEZY, Chicago). Both papers had the same con¬ 
tent and character. 

According to Rowell (1890; only place and time it was listed), 
eacli paper was a weekly. The publication day of ORZEL BIAiY is 
not known; that of OPIEKUN was Saturdays. They came out alternately, 
each had 4 pages of 15x23 inches, priced at $1.25, and for both, 
Rowell gives T. iobarzewski as editor and publisher, with the White 
Eagle Printing Co., as the printer. 

We found no data on contents. Since the three editors are known 
from other Catholic papers, we can at least put the twin-paper 
into the last category of "Catholic by tradition" (3).

This Catholic bi-weekly (sometimes monthly) juvenile magazine was 
established in Milwaukee on Jl 2 1892, adopted the double title: 

O. Y.P. THE DEAF MUTES' FRIEND in Jl 1908, was listed for St. Fran¬ 
cis,Wis., until Ap 1948; since Mr 1944 had the slightly changed 
title : O.Y.P. THE FRIEND OF THE DEAF (up to 1958+). Although 
the postoffice address at St. Francis was closed in 1943 or 1944, 
it was only listed again for Milwaukee in My 1948+). The publisher 

was The Young People Co.; addresses we found first that of the prin- 
.then/ 

ter, Yewdale & Sons Co.,/125 water St., then 46-52 Oneida St. The 
magazine's sub-title was "an illustrated Catholic bi-weekly, de¬ 
voted to our boys and girls". Its first editor was Rev. Francis 

P. Reilly, professor of canon law, homiletics and English at St. 

Francis Seminary, who procured good contributors. In 1896 his 
health failed and he was transferred to a pastorate at Whitewater, 

Wis. In order to capitalize on his former work, Reilly's name con¬ 
tinued to appear as editor until his death on Ja 20 1903; the news¬ 
paper directories also continued to list him to that year. Officially 
no editor's name is printed in the magazine from 1903-9. Informa¬ 
tion that the archdiocese of Milwaukee took over on Father Reilly's 
departure seems confirmed by the addition of the name of Rt. Rev. 

Msgr. August Zeininger as president of The Young People Co., on My 

1 1897, the latter having the postoffice address of the printer. 

Msgr. Zeininger was then Vicar General. Thus the Chancery solved 
the pressing problem of supervising a distinctly Catholic magazine. 

In 1897 the J. H. Yewdale And Sons Co., which had a considerable 
investment in OUR YOUNG PEOPLE,came for advice to its friend, the 
Rev. Matthias M. Gerend. Earlier, he had patronized a printing 
shop of the St. Aemilian Orphanage for publishing a quarterly of 
juvenile 1iterature,/stories in German and English as books. In 
1895 a fire destroyed the printing plant; Yewdale rushed to aid in 
printing Father Gerend's Christmas editions which established cor¬ 
dial relations between the two. In 1897 the Yewdale Co., engaged 
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an experienced editor, Harry Ernest Dankoler, known henceforth as 
Harry Dee. Under that pen name he furnished stories for O.Y.P. 
and also did office and mechanical work on the publication, writ¬ 
ing, as he says,"poems, articles on stamps, photography, chess, 
checkers, puzzles, games and tricks. I was the first to illus¬ 
trate stories with combination photographs and wash drawings. ... 

Rev. Klopfer knows also that Dankoler printed pictures he 
took by having persons, animals and other objects pose 
for the particular scenes he wanted. 

I took charge of the O.Y.P., published by the Yewdales and was there 
off and on for about 25 years." During that time Rev. M. M. Gerend 
of St. John's Institute of the Deaf came to the staff. On F 15 
1901, as "Uncle Matt" he wrote "Friendly Chats for Young Folks"; 
then also an appeal for new subscribers, which said that a part of 
each subscription would go for the support of St. John's Institute 
for Deaf-Mutes in St. Francis. It is probable that he also took 
over the editorial supervision around this time although it was 
not until Mr 1909 when the editorial staff was again listed with 
Fr. Gerend as its head. In J1 1908, with vol. 16 when Fr. Gerend 
was definitely editor, the title received the addition: THE DEAF- 
MUTES' FRIEND, supplemented by the statement of purpose: "pub¬ 
lished for the benefit of St. John's Institute for Deaf-Mutes at 
St. Francis, Wis." At the urgent request of Abp. Messmer, Fr. 

Gerend combined after 1908 the series of books, "The Deaf-Mutes' 
Friend Family Library,"with the magazine, of which there are no¬ 
tices in the SALESIANUM (Jl 1914, 7) and in CATHOLIC EDUCATIONAL 
ASSN. BULLETIN of Milwaukee (N 1914, 333/4). In Mr 1909 Rev. Ste¬ 
phen Klopfer joined the editorial staff. In 1911, with v.20, the 
magazine changed its publishing year from July-June to Jan.-Dec. 

In 1918 Fr. Gerend wanted to discontinue the magazine; Fr. Klop¬ 
fer opposed this because of life subscriptions ($15.00); so Fr. 
Klopfer managed the O.Y.P. from 1918 until he left St. John's. 

About the same time (1918?) Yewdale & Co., sold their interests 
to St. John's Institute. But Fr., later Msgr., Gerend still con¬ 
tributed; he died on Apr 26 1938. From 1918 St. Francis,Wis.

was listed as place of publication, for postal advantages; the 
publisher's Milwaukee address was 417 7th St., in 1919 it was 
listed as "Our Young People" and "The Young People Co." from 
1920 ff.; from Mr 1944 it had a slightly changed title: OUR YOUNG 
PEOPLE. THE FRIEND OF TILE DEAF (until It VjC-,] , i*fter My 1948 the 
Milwaukee address became 3680 S. Kinnikinnic Ave. In 0 1938, Msgr. 
Gerend was followed by Rev. Eugene Gehl who, in 1958, was still 
its editor. Since 1909 Fr. Klopfer had a department which covered 
the general problems of education of the deaf and their spiritual 
welfare; he was also managing editor. St. John's School for the 
Deaf was given as publisher. At that time the magazine's aim was 
"to give boys and girls healthy, light literature of an educational 
and entertaining kind". It covered educational problems, ran a 
serial story, "Our Library", and a section on "Books and Perio¬ 
dicals". In 1899 a new section, "Stamp Collector" (cf. our item 
of that title) began;(probably from this department, the magazine 
was continued). Usually there was a full-page picture and other- 
wisewas richly illustrated; its Christmas issues were more ela¬ 
borate. It became noted for its fine English style and a select 
circle of writers recruited by Fr. Reilly. That gave it a high 
level and a good circulation. The ANNALS OF OUR LADY (Watertown, 
N.J., D 1893, 384) said that it " has a reputation to sustain and 
this it does admirably (with) interesting stories ... by Fr. Finn, 
S.J., and Maurice Francis Egan". 

The bi-weekly became a monthly in 1902 but published only eleven 
issues yearly from 1932 ff., only ten from 1937 ff., only nine 
since 1951; it began with 16 pages, changed, with v.2, to 20, with 
v.5 to 18, with v.7 to 40-42, with v.ll to 94; then reduced with 
v.13 to 74-78, with v.14 to 32, and with v.44, back to 16 pages. 

In si 7 e it was chiefly 8} xl l\i inches; for v.7-12, 7x9^; its lar¬ 
gest size for v. 15-20 was 10}<ixl3 3/4 and the smallest from 1950 
ff., v.60, 6x9. Its price remained at $1.00 from v.1-26, 
became $2.00 with v.27 (1918), $1.50 with v.28 (1919), again 
$2.00 with v.31 (1922), and bade to $1.00 since 1933. In 1895 
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circulation was 6,000, in 1898, 4,000$ it jumped to 11,750 in 
1904, was at 10,000 in 1910, only 4,400 in 1928, 3,500 in 1932, 
3,000 in 1948, and about 5,000 in 1958. It was always illus¬ 
trated; special issues carried more pictorial material. 

It was "Catholic by purpose" (lc) and had the support of the 
archbishop from its first volume.

RAPHAEL (1887-88 or 89) 

This German Catholic monthly magazine for youth was established in 
1887 and ended in 1888 or 89; it was still listed in 1889 in the 
MILW. CITY DIR. Its publisher and editor was Rev. P. A.Schleier 
who gave the magazine the subtitle: "A monthly fcr Catholic young 
people”. This we found in a review about RAPHAEL in the SENDB0TE 
DES G0ETTLICIIEN HERZENS JESU (Cincinnati, 1887), saying that it was 
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too small but good in content. The magazine’s office was at 1024 
Walnut St. 

As to appearance it had 12 pages at first and small in format; it 
sold at 750; Rowell stated that in 1889 it had grown to 18 pages 
of Gxll at the same price. 

It was "Catholic by purpose" (lc), 

RAPHAEL was the first Catholic youth magazine in Milwaukee and 
Wisconsin.

ST. JOHN'S CATHEDRAL (F 1894-1911) 

This Catholic monthly parish paper was established in F 1894 and 
continued in that form and content until 1911; it continued un¬ 
til 1932 but no longer within our scope. Its founder and probably 
the editor was Rev. J. J. Keogh, pastor of the Cathedral; it was 
published by the Young Men's Society of St. John's Cathedral. In 
the first issue its purposes are given; l) it will designate the 
fasts and feasts with explanations; 2) it will carry parish direc¬ 
tions and announcements, society news, etc.; there will be some 
space for the Cathedral school, the parents, teachers and pupils; 
3) it will offer authentic sources on church matters and short ar¬ 
ticles on religious subjects by good writers; 4) it hopes to reach 
each Catholic home. Fr. Keogh believed that his kind of publica¬ 
tion, already used in other cities, would he new in Milwaukee. As 
a parish paper it was continued until 1004; we did not see 1905/6, 
it was shortened in 1907 and then,more and more, carried only 
announcements and statistics. In 1911 Fr. Keogh died and the ma¬ 
gazine was not continued on the original plan. 
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The monthly issues had at first 32 pages of 2 columns, 5^2x8^; 
from 1907 ff., only 29 or fewer pages. 

It was "Catholic by purpose" (lc)

DER SEEBOTE was a German Catholic weekly newspaper, starting in 
D 1851, and a daily, starting on Ja 27 1852 (see above); after 
slight changes of title and periodicity to a bi-weekly or even tri 
weekly if one includes special editions, DER SEEBOTE lost its in¬ 
dependence and was published (1906 ff.) by the Columbia Pub. Co. 
and was transferred with the COLUMBIA (S 23 1922) to Winona, Minn, 
to be published there for Milwaukee until N 29 1924. 

DER SEEBOTE was founded to counteract the influence of the ant.i- 
Catholic German papers, the MILWAUKEE BANNER (1845-) and DER VOLKS 
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FREUND (1847-), by a Catholic stock company; it was first printed 
by Rtisler von 0el ( s press, left over front another German paper, 
VOLKSHALLE. With many sacrifices i thieve loped under the zealous 
guidance of Rev. Joseph Salzmann, who had come from Austria in 
1847 and was the founder of St. Francis Seminary for priests in 
Milwaukee and the Catholic Normal School for Teachers in St. Fran¬ 
cis. In 1852 Rev. Heiss became president of the society of stock¬ 
holders. The editor, to Ja 1854, was Armand de St. Vincent, a 

Frenchman who had served as a soldier in Prussia, then had a posi¬ 

tion in Rome and, in the U.S., was first associated with the WAIIR- 
IiEITSFREUND in Cincinnati as an able music critic. Koss, an anti- 
Catholic source,maligned him and said that Fr. Salzmann was his 
protector. The publisher vas Greulich and Co., of which August 
Greulieh, Philip Rickert and N. Paul were the owners. Greulich 
and Rickert were also the editors (ja 1854-Je 1857) besides F. J. 
Felsecker (-1855) and August Knorr (1855-7). Bishop Henni who 
had first recommended the WAHRHEITSFREUND (of which he had earlier 
been the editor) to his flock, now supported DER SEEBOTE in the 
diocese of Milwaukee. Initially the office was at East Water St., 
Furlongs Block. In 1853 Fr. Salzmann went to western Wisconsin 
and Iowa to promote circulation and the influence of DER SEEBOTE. 

The MILWAUKEE CITY DIRECTORY listed it only from 1854/5 on. We 
were able to check v.3 (1854) of D.S. in which it stated there was 
a personnel change but no editor's name is given. It proclaims its 
aim of fighting for "truth, justice, freedom, tradition and reli¬ 
gion: we serve our God through the religion of the Church; we 
will be Catholic Christians." Consequently the paper treated re¬ 
ligious subjects first, then politics, commerce and miscellaneous 
news and various items; it had a serial story, and a few adver¬ 
tisements, including one of a Catholic bookstore. It wanted to 
make good citizens of newcomers. Politically, it was Independent 
Democrat. But the paper had a hard time; in 1852 the FLUGBLAETTER 
had begun and were placed on street corners. Their anti- Catholic 
attitude tended to counteract the influence of DER SEEBOTE. 
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2. In the second period of the SEEBOTE, 1856-D 29 1899, the title 
changed to MILWAUKEE SEEBOTE, beginning v.5. When in Je 1857 edi¬ 
tors Greulich and Rickcrt left, Peter Victor Deuster took over. 
Earlier he had been the editor of the PORT WASHINGTON ZEITUNG 
(q.v.) from N 1854-6. He was known as a Catholic Democratic 
politician. However, the paper became almost secular, just "friend 
ly" to Catholics. We suppose the time had not yet come to keep up 
a weekly, much less a daily, exclusively for Catholics and Deuster 
was too active to be satisfied with a small weekly. He was now 
publisher, then also editor, and in 1860, sole owner, until 1879. 
Only on a copy of no.1, of v.7 (1858) did we see another editor's 
name, Christian Ott, writing the introduction for the new year; he 
is supposed to have been with the paper from 1857-68. Therein the 
word "Religion" is not be found but is replaced by "humanitarian- 
ism". Ott was followed by Carl Kunz (1868-74) and Dr. Emil A. 
Knotzer from 1874-87,which is difficult to understand for the 
years 1874-5 because he was then with the daily COLUMBIA. No 
exact time could be found for two other editors, George Meyer and 
William Pieper before the arrival of Hoffmann. 

We were able to find that the weekly and the daily editions had a 
German subtitle, respectively DER WOECIIBNTLICHE and DER TAEGLICllE 
SEEBOTE. The office then was at 96 Mason St., Seebote Bldg., and 
later at 35 Martin St. In 1880 Michael Kraus and Julius Muehle 
became partners of Deuster & Co. In N 16 1882 Deuster started, 
together with Kraus, another paper, the MILWAUKEE JOURNAL, a daily 
which was still alive in 1958,but not Catholic as listed in Hoff¬ 
mann's CATHOLIC DIRECTORY of 1887. Deuster left it to Kraus who 
retired from the SEEBOTE in D 1882. In 1885 DER SEEBOTE absorbed 
DER BANNER UND VOLKSFREUND, thus combining the two former enemies 
of 1851. In 1886 Deuster's son, Dr. Oscar V.Deuster, became sole 
managing editor. The newspaper directories of that period no longe 
list the paper in their religi *us sections. Actually the dif¬ 
ferent special editions, like DER KAUSFREUND (established in 1859 
and continuing to 1885, as a literary Wednesday paper) were not 
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Catholic at all. Nor was the Sunday edition TELEPHON (F 21 1886- 
My 1 1898), which circulated 4,200 copies. We have seen copies 
of a literary supplement, AMHA.EUSLICHEN HERD, of 1897 (established 
perhaps in 1889) which was praised as the best family paper. Like 
the main SEEBOTE it was not Catholic. We have not removed it from 
our Catholic list only because Deuster, when necessary, defended 
Catholic principles. Deuster was also able to edit a Catholic 
paper, the KATHOLISCHE ZEITUNG which he began immediately in 1873 
when he feared to lose his Catholic subscribers to the new German 
Catholic paper, the COLUMBIA, which had begun on Ja 1 1873; this 
new paper Deuster owned and published from 1873 to 1888 or 9. La¬ 
ter, shortly before he retired, he launched a new Sunday edition, 
the S0NNTAGSB0TE, completely "Catholic' 1 . The daily SEEBOTE was 
given up on My 1 1898. 

3. In the period from 1900-22, under the title SEEBOTE, the secular 
paper was, since 1899 a serai-weekly, still under P. V.Deuster's di¬ 
rection. He retired (or died?) in N 1906, on which date Joseph C. 
Hoffmann followed him. He was one of the founders of COLUMBIA, la¬ 
ter (My 1897) editor, making of the wavering COLUMBIA a more Catho¬ 
lic publication. Now (1906) Hoffmann edited both papers which were 
published by the Columbia Pub. Co. The new Sunday supplement to the 
SEEBOTE called DER S0NNTAGSB0TE, starting on Mr 11 1906 ( a cc. to 
holdings) was still the idea of Deuster. Certainly Hoffmann made 

it a truly Catholic paper as we found in copies checked between 
1914 and 1916, e.g,, v.63 (1915) brings news from Rome, an ency¬ 
clical of Pope Benedict XV, church news of Milwaukee and other Wis¬ 
consin places, "Der Triumphing des Katholizismus", and accounts of 
Catholic societies. This edition lasted until S 3 1922 when the 
Columbia Pub. Co., expired. 

4. During the last period of the SEEBOTE (S 23 1922-24) it was 
published in Winona, Minn,, being moved there together with the 
COLUMBIA, both being published by the Westliche Herold Pub. Co., 
for Milwaukee. Joseph C. Hoffmann continued there as local editor 
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for about two years. While the COLUMBIA continued, the SEEBOTE 
expired in 1924, on N 29. 

As to appearance, the SEEBOTE as a weekly in 1854 had 16 pages of 
3 cols., 10x13 inches, and sold at $2.00 while the daily of 4 pages 
and about 15x20 inches, cost $4.00; the daily was not published on 
Sunday. The weekly became a tri-weekly in 1858, was weekly plus 

Sunday in 1859 up to 1898, while the daily had ceased on My 1 

1898; during that time all editions had 4 pages each; the weekly 
sold at $2.00, the semi-weekly for $3.00, the daily for $6.00 
which was raised to $10.00 in its last years. In 1899 the paper 
became a semi-weekly of 8 pages, published Tuesday and Friday still 
in 1901, and became before 1922 a weekly, keeping that frequency 
until its end in 1924. In 1868 the weekly circulated 8,600 co¬ 
pies, the daily, 2,200; in 188o the weekly had 11,400, the daily 

3,700; in 1898 its semi-weekly had 2,500; in 1919, the weekly had 
8,500 and in 1924 4,300 subscribers. 

As to Catholicity, we say that it was "Catholic by purpose" (lc) 
from 1851 to about 1855 when it became more and more "secular", but 
we have kept it in the last degree (3) because it remained at least 
friendly to Catholicism and twice published first category (lc) 
papers like the KATI1CLISCHE ZEITUNG and a Sunday edition DEli S0NN- 
TAGSB0TE with the SEEBOTE. 

DER SEEBOTE was the first weekly and also the first daily Catholic 
newspaper in Milwaukee and in Wisconsin as it was the first German 
Catholic periodical publication, weekly and daily, too.

It came to Milwaukee from St. Paul in 1900 and moved be¬ 
fore 1902 to Buffalo. We have no further data. We take 
it as "Catholic by purpose" (lc); no holdings known. 


SfcOWO (The Word) 

With this Polish Catholic weekly newspaper, founded in 1893 and 
continuing until 1892, we have another sign that the pro-Catholic 
element of the Poles in the U.S., made a real effort to oppose the 
radical elements by publishing different papers (see especially the 
KAT0LIK of Milwaukee) in support of the Catholic view. Ktzlmierz 
Neuman, who had worked with one of the radical papers (the KURYER 
P0LSKI of Milwaukee) launched the SL0W0 to win the public over to 
the Catholic side; he called it "a paper for everybody". In 1888 
be had been with the 0PIEKUN and 0RZEL BIA&Y of Milwaukee which were 
faithful to the DZIEKNIK CIIICAG0WSKI; then he began the NADZIEJA 
(Milwaukee) and the PRZYJACIEL MKODZIEZY (Chicago; q.v.)— all with 
Catholic tendencies. 

We have no date on appearance. 

According to the efforts mentioned, SfeOWO is "Catholic by purpose (lc).

The STAR OF BETHLEHEM was a monthly newspaper; it called itself a 
"paper" but was a mixture of a newspaper in content and a magazine 
in form; it began on 0 1869 and continued until S 1871. In Monroe, 
Wis., meanwhile, had been established a weekly newspaper: THE CATHO¬ 
LIC VINDICATOR (q.v.) which was transferred to Milwaukee on Ag 31 
1871. Shortly after, this paper was merged with the ST. OF B. to 
become THE CATHOLIC VINDICATOR AND STAR OF BETHLEHEM, continuing 
on 0 19 1871 (to My 2 1872) with the volume numbers of THE C.V., 
then without the sub-title ST. OF B., as THE C. V., to 0 1878. 

Founders of the ST. OF B., were the St. 1ouis*brothers, George and 
Thomas,who were also publishers and editors, with an office first 

*Could Rev. Ihilip St. Louis, pastor of St. Joseph's Church 
at Phlox, Wis., be related to them? He published OUR PARO¬ 
CHIAL SCHOOLS, an educational magazine, in 1887 (q.v.), 

at E.Water and Wisconsin St., then at 86 and later at 112 Mason 
St. Their paper had as subtitle: "a monthly review of Catholic 
news and events ... a Catholic family journal." According to con¬ 
tents, we see that it was not truly a magazine as which it was de¬ 
signated in WISCONSIN CATHOLIC HERITAGE: "the first English Catho¬ 
lic magazine", because of its small format. In v.l, no.l, the edi¬ 
tors say: "To the Catholic Public ... We are a large community: 
why not a Catholic paper of our own? (One) especially devoted 
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to the Catholic farmer and laborer, no difference whether Irish, 
German or French. (The aim) is not only to instruct and amuse 
(but) also to give our youth purer literature ... to protect 
(them) from capitalistic ... oppressions. (We will be) indepen¬ 
dent in politics but not neutral; ... editorials (are) from a 
Catholic viewpoint. (There will be) news, domestic and foreign, 
local and national". 

Our check of contents was made from DCU microfilm. The opening 
8 pages are usually filled with reading matter of a religious and 
generally informative kind; the Catholic schools are defended 
against the public system; Irish immigration is covered; pages G- 
16 have mixed news of various kinds: church, foreign and local. 

In the midst of "Religious Items" a "horse fair" is announced; 
adjacent to the notice of a newly born heifer with six legs we 
read that the French emperor is ill and that Maine had had a guber¬ 
natorial election. A large part is filled with reprints from 
other papers. Finally, some space was devoted to council dis¬ 
cussions, sermons of bishops, and words of the Pope. About 3 
pages are given to advertisements, including "Catholic Books". 

When the St. Louis brothers had sold their paper, the monthly 
merged with the CATHOLIC VINDICATOR, the STAR OF BETHLEHEM passed 
into the possession of E. A. Bray and R. B. Johnson. For seven 
months the titles were combined in one paper which had the form 
of a weekly newspaper. F. Casey am’Dr. Nolan were the editors, 

R. B. Johnson the business manager, and E. A. Braj^ the secretary. 

The ST. OF B., was published in 16 pages, 4 columns in small type, 
in size 11x14; its price was $1.50, reduced to $1.00 for clergy¬ 
men, students and Catholic institutions. There were only two 
volumes of 24 numbers published before the merger. 

STAR OF BETHLEHEM was "Catholic by purpose" (lc). 

It was the first Catholic English weekly (magazine-like) newspaper 
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in Milwaukee and Wisconsin.

This Catholic monthly society-paper was established between 1893 
ant' 99 in Milwaukee (or Blue Island, Ill., in 1895 acc. to Rowell 
who listed it in 1901/2 as a monthly, edited and published by 
Miss Mary T.Collins with a circulation of less than 1,000,for the 
Women's Catholic Order of Foresters; it might have been only for a 
branch of the Society or may have been the main organ, coming per¬ 
haps from Milwaukee and then going after 1902 to Blue Island). In 
Milwaukee it was supposed to have been until about 1932, then mov¬ 
ing to Chicago where we were not able to locate it earlier than 
1942. 


The Women’s Catholic Order of Foresters, established in Chicago 
in 1891 or 92, became nationwide, with The Catholic Order of Fo¬ 
resters and its organ THE CATHOLIC FORESTER; today their offices 
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are in Chicago and Milwaukee. The first editor of THE CATHOLIC 
FORESTER in Milwaukee, Philip J. McKenna, may also have partici¬ 
pated in the women's edition while it was located there. Mrs. 

Mary Kaudy was the editor in 1953 but did not respond to our let¬ 
ter requesting dates and holdings. Because Ayer and Rowell do not 
list it, we know only that it sold for 25 cents and that it cir¬ 
culated 83,000 in 1923, 70,000 in 1932, and 64,000 in 1942. 

As a society-paper we call it "Catholic by attitude" (2).

(Zie, 0s, 01) or in 1898 (Kr, Bonikowski) and lasted until 1901. 
Since its publisher, Rev. William Grutza, bought the KAT0LIK (Mil¬ 
waukee) (q.v.) and published it from N 1897 on, and since Boni¬ 
kowski says: "later" he published the ZR0DL0", 1898 seems more 
probable as starting-date. The £r$ 1)L0 had the same editor as did 
the KATQLIK: Professor Jan Kuk. The $R(fDh0 differed f rora the 
KAT0LIK, otherwise one would not understand the existence of both 
papers at the same place: it was composed completely of reprints 
and "sources" without comment wbict probably is the reason for 
its name: fedllfcO (Source). When Father Grutza died in 1901, both 
papers also expired. Though both were bought by Wladyslaw Smulski 
(whom Zie. erroneously, it seems, lists as the publisher instead 
of Father Grutza since 1897), he did not continue the papers, being 
the owner of the GAZETA KAT0LIKA and publisher of the DZIEN &VIETY 
in Chicago. 


We have no details on appearance since the directories do not list it. 
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&<5dL 0, like the KATOLIlv, was "Catholic by purpose" (lc) even 
though both were only "feeble attempts by the pro-Catholic element 
to establish a press of their own" (Bonikowski, 18)

By exception we 
do not list this paper under Monroe where it began but with 
Milwaukee together with all its successors up to the offi¬ 
cial Catholic paper of the Archdiocese. We offer here only 
the data for the Monroe period: 

THE CATHOLIC VINDICATOR, a Catholic weekly newspaper, be¬ 
gan in Monroe on N 3 1870 and was published until Ag 10 
or 17 1871, interrupted for one or two weeks during its 
move to Milwaukee. Its founder was Rev. John Casey, sta¬ 
tioned at St.Victor's Church as pastor. The St. Victor’s 
Literary Society is given as editor together with Dr. D. 

W. Nolan, a Catholic who was at the same time a practicing 
physician in Monroe; he was also the publisher. Since Bi¬ 
shop Henni wanted to have the paper in Milwaukee, Father 
Casey and Dr. Nolan stopped with v.l, no.41 and moved. 

TIIE CATHOLIC VINDICATOR was called a "neatly printed pa¬ 
per" by the contemporary STAR OF BETHLEHEM oijMilwaukee 
(F 1871, 77). It was published on Thursday, had 4 pages, 
29x43; its subscription price was $2.00. Circulation in 
1871: 1,200, in 1872, 5,000. 

The paper was "Catholic by purpose" (lc).

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PHLOX 

OUR PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS (Mr 1 1887-My 1 1894) 

This weekly (s-mo) educational magazine was founded in Phlox in 
1887, moved to Green Bay on S 12 1893 and ended on My 1 1894. 
Middleton had 1886 as tile beginning but the newspaper directories 
had 1887; the latter year is verified by its editor in v.7, no.21 
We were able to check holdings at WMSF and our own at DCU. The 
publication, supposed to consist of half-yearly volumes of 26 is¬ 
sues, must have been somewhat irregular since seven years should 
have produced 14 volumes but the last number is no.9 of v.10. 

Founder, publisher, owner and editor was Rev. Philip St. Louis, 
pastor of St. Joseph's Church in Phlox. Could he be related to 
George and Thomas St. Louis, the brothers who began in Milwaukee 
THE STAR OF BETHLEHEM, a newspaper of 1869-71? As Fr. Lucey has 
suggested, the publication was not a school-paper (Middleton, 
Baumgartner) since Phlox had only one school with 65 pupils and 
one lay teacher but an educational magazine. Its subtitle was 
"a Catholic journal, devoted to the interest of education." A 
one-man work it carried what this priest believed necessary to 
say, in terms of the later subtitle, "to parents, teachers and 
pupils"; e.g., besides a serial story and poems, articles on me¬ 
thods of teaching, capacity of children, classroom experiences, 
coupled with "a moral story", general news, and such practical 
hints that the milk of cows is better if the railk-maid sings at 
her work. There is a long-continued question-and-answer box. 

Fr. St. Louis said (N 24 1888) that the magazine was, in 1887, 
the first publication printed in Phlox, at first a very little 
one, printed by hand and later by steam. In 1891 he says that 
THE SPECIAL he had added in that year "to satisfy our many friend 
with local news" was successful and became now, afterfa few months 
a financial help. "We now erect a new printing office (which is) 
a heavy strain on our means ... therefore for a short time (there 
will be) only 16 pages." During the first time in Green Bay it 
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was published temporarily as a bi-weekjy instead of weekly. The 
editorial in the last issue stated that the periodical is forced 
to cease because Fr. Louis' health had failed and also because 
many subscribers did not pay. 

As to appearance, we know that the initially "very small" format 
was enlarged in 1888 to 6x9 inches with 16 pages per issue which 
increased in v.7 (l89l) to 20, wit! v.8 (1892) to 24, still of 
the same size. From at least v.6 (1890) it was illustrated and 
also had an occasional sheet of music. Advertisements began to 
appear in v.4. At all times the price was $1.00. In S 1893 for 
some time it changed from weekly to bi-weekly. The only circulation 
figure is that of 300 in 1892. 

The publication was "Catholic by purpose" (lc).

PORT WASHINGTON 

PORT WASHINGTON ZEITUNG (Journal) (ja 1 1855- S 1928) 

This German Catholic weekly newspaper began on Ja 1 1855 and con¬ 
tinued until S 1928. Timpe, in his survey of German Catholic pub¬ 
lications, did not believe it was Catholic if it oven existed. 

It was founded by Adolph lleidkarap who published it until he died 
in Je 1881. As editor he had P.V.Deuster from N 1854-56 who be-

came the well-known publisher of the SEEBOTE in Milwaukee; no 
other editor's name could be found for the time before 1881. In 
that year Carl Fehlandt became editor. Heidkamp's sons remained as 
publishers for a time but certainly from 1904 onward or earlier 
Fehlandt was also publisher. The originals we saw (1895 ff.) car¬ 
ried two stories, tales, foreign (especially German) news and local 
items, commercial news, practical hints, and a miscellaneous sec¬ 
tion. Politically the paper was Democratic. It had no Catholic 
articles and discussed Catholic events in a somewhat neutral fashion. 
Church schedules for all congregations were given. Enzlberger in 
LIT. HANDW. (1873) stated that the "local paper was based on Catho¬ 
lic principles". From WIS. CATHOLIC HERITAGE we know that since 
1848 thousands of Catholic Luxemburgers had arrived in Port Wash¬ 
ington. They surely wanted Catholic news in a German paper. In 
the originals we noted that the Catholic view was defended if 
necessary, e.g., when a Catholic celebration in the town of Bel¬ 
gium, Wis., had been criticized as too "Catholic", the editor ex¬ 
plained that good Catholics could not celebrate in a better way 
than by prayer. 

This weekly was published on Thursday at least from 1885 ff., always 
had 8 pages; in size it changed from 26x44 (1884) to 17x23 about 
1892 ff.; its price was always $2.00. Its circulation began with 
660 in 1884, grew to 760 (1887) and to 1,208 (1892) but dropped 
to 1,185 (1898) and even to 650 in 1924, We examined the holdings 
at WHi, except for some misplaced issues of 1859. 

We call the paper "Catholic by national tradition" (3) for reasons 
cited above.

RACINE VOLKSFREUND (Friend of the People) (D 8 1860-My 1 1862 or 3?) 
This German Catholic(?) weekly newspaper was established on D 8 1860 
and continued at least to My 1 1862 (cf. holdings) or up to 1863? 
as indicated by iVHi and Oehlerts. Almost all facts presented here 
resulted from checking by Rev. Raymond Fetterer of original copies 
of an incomplete set of v. 1 & 2 4 at WMSF, the only holdings known. 

In v.l, no. 2, the editorial says: ’’This journal will be pub¬ 
lished on Saturday ... by the German Literary and Singing So¬ 
ciety (Bildungs-und Gesangs-Verein) of this city ... devoted to 
the advancement ... of these pursuits. Strict neutrality in both 
politics and religion (will prevail); (it is to be) a family pa¬ 
per; (it will cover) a review of current news both local and fo¬ 
reign (and also intended) to give a .history of ... Racine." It 
intended to carry advertising and it asked for the support of the 
German population of Racine Country and the surrounding areas." To 
be neutral did not mean that "Catholic" announcements were to be 
disregarded, e.g., in Ap 25 1861, p.l, a letter from A. Kolping 
was printed, in My 9 1861 one of Pope Pius IX to Bishop Ilenni, in 
S 5 the consecration oljst. Patrick's Church in llacine, S 19, Arch¬ 
bishop Hughes' views on secession, and S 26 1861, an editorial on 
this subject; yet on My 9 the editor feels obliged to explain that 
he prints a letter because of its interest to Catholic readers. 

The first editor was F. Concord until Mr 7 1861?; on ?Ap 11 1861 
he was followed by W. Schirmacher until My 30 1861?; ?Je 15 1861 
J.B. Warling continued to F 13 1862?; ?My 3 1862 William Vette suc¬ 
ceeded probably to the end. The question marks indicate missing 
copies or the lack of an editor's name in some numbers. The so¬ 
ciety above-mentioned was listed as pub'isher to Ja 9 1862; on Ja 
16 its name was changed to Katholische Gcsellenverein which gave 
us the basis of including this paper as "Catholic"; this name con¬ 
tinued to Ap 3 1862; on My 1 1862 Fr. (Fritz?) Grtlnvein and William 
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Vette continued as publishers. 

The paper fluctuated between Saturday and Thursday publication, 
with even one exceptional Tuesday issue. Four pages of 22x16 were 
the rule. The price began at $1.50, changed on D 12 1861,v.2, 
to $1.00 and went to $2.00 on My 1 1862 ff. 

The V0LKSFREUND can only be called "Catholic by tradition" (3).

FOR SCHOOL AND FIRESIDE (1894, 95-?) 

This Catholic monthly musical magazine existed in 1894 and 95; 
it is not known if it was established earlier nor how long it con¬ 
tinued. Its founder, editor and publisher was Professor Johannes 
(John) Singenberger, teacher of music at St. Francis Seminary whos 
life was given earlier with the CAECILIA of Milwaukee. We know of 
this magazine only through a review in OUR YOUNG PEOPLE of Milwau¬ 
kee, v.4, no.13 (D 14 1895, 25l): "We have received the second vo¬ 
lume of F. S. A. F. It is a neat little volume of 50 pages, ap¬ 
pears monthly with 4 pages, containing a choice selection of songs 
in English and German, a large number of catchy musical selections 
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for piano and organ-- that are admirably adapted to the taste of 
young people. ... It should certainly receive a very wide circu¬ 
lation. " 

We know only that it had 4 pages monthly, about 50 pages per year, 
and sold at 500.

SALESIANUM (Ap 1 1873-J1 1878) 

This Catholic monthly school-paper was established on Ap 1 1873 and 
continued until J1 1878, having produced five volumes. In that Ju¬ 
ly issue is no remark that it was to be the last but it is the last 
one preserved. The founder and moving spirit was a professor at 
St. Francis Seminary, Rev. Thomas Fagan, who was also editor until 
1878. Having been publicly involved in a controversy he had to 
leave the Seminary, which was probably the reason for the periodi¬ 
cal’s expiration. The students at the Seminary were the contribu¬ 
tors, the Salesianun Printing Co., the publisher. Rev. P. L. John¬ 
son, writing the history of the Seminary, has said that "Salesianum" 
was its popular name and t' en-fore also taken for the student's 
paper; he has also noted that (hie to Father Fagan's "facile and 
eloquent pen many of the brightest articles, comments and reviews” 
were written; that "the project was formed by a few students" and 
that the paper supplemented Fr. Fag a.’s English classes by offering 
an outlet for practical work in Englisi under bis supervision. "The 
old SALESIANUM is the best source for the history of the Seminary.”

ST. FRANCIS 


When in 1873 the paper was announced in tlie LITERARIhCHE HANDWEISER 
in Germany, the writer, a German seminarian of St. Francis, men¬ 
tioned that such a school-paper was an 11 American curiosity". He 
did not know that there had existed quite a few older ones, e.g., 

THE EURO A ELI II IAN BANNER of Bards town, Ky. , somewhat before 1834. 

Later, in 1906, St. Francis Seminary developed a similar publica¬ 
tion, the official bulletin of the Alumni Association, again called 
SALESIANUM, still alive in 1958. 

The SALESIANUM was published monthly, except August and September; 
it began with 4 pages of 3 columns, changed to 8 pages with no,4; 
its size was 11x14 inches, its price $1,00; we have no circulation 
figures. 

It was "Catholic by purpose" (lc). 

The SALESIANUM was the first school-paper in Wisconsin.

THE STAMP COLLECTOR AND MESSENGER (D 1894-Mr 1898) 

This Catholic quarterly magazine began in D 1894 and ended with 
v.5, no. 2 in Mr 1898 (Lucey has 1908 but we could find no source 
for it). Publisher and editor was The Francis Xavier Union of 
Stamp Collectors. OUR YOUNG PEOPLE of Milwaukee noted it in 
their exchange list: v.4 (D 14 1895) and later in 1899 we saw that 
that O.Y.P. introduced a department,"The Stamp Collector, which may 
have been an indirect continuation of T1IE STAMP COLLECTOR. 

We have no details of the magazine’s format. 

It was "Catholic by attitude" (2), not treating a religious subject. 
Lucey (IV, 205) calls it "the pioneer Catholic maga z ine in this field.

STIMMEN AUS DEM TARTARUS (c.1880-?) 

This German Catholic monthly school-paper began around 1880; we 
do not know when it terminated. It'was founded, published and 
edited by students of St, Francis Seminary, a German group having 
established a half-sccial, half-literary society, called "Die 
Republik”. Professor Dr. Zardetti, one of the teachers, was a 
member. They filled tlieir paper with humorous and satirical 
items, with illustrations. 

Nothing is known of the paper’s format. 

It was "Catholic by purpose” (lc). 

The sole source is a quotation (Johnson, ST. Fit. SEM., 158) from 
Very Itev. John Rothensteiner, the St. Louis historian, an alumnus 
of St.Francis, who remembered this school-paper.

TEACHER AND ORGANIST. SEE, CINCINNATI for full entry. 

This Catholic monthly magazine, partly in German, of an 
educational and musical character came to St. Francis only 
with its 20th volume, on S 15 1908, and'changed its title 
after a year with v.21 to CATHOLIC EDUCATIONAL REVIEW which 
ended on Je 15 1910. The subtitle of v,2C ff. expresses its 
aim as that of "an educational journal, devoted to the in¬ 
terests of Catholic Schools". It also is called, to its 
end, "Official organ of the Catholic Teacher’s Society of 
the U. S." Of the 52 pages, from 6 to 10 are written in 
German for the German teacher's organization. Archbishop 
of Milwaukee gave his recommendation, addressed to Fr. 

Kasel (probably the editor); he spoke of trie editors and 
publishers as tire "Professors of our Normal School and Pio 
Nono College at Sr. Francis," and lie considered it as "very 
useful." The publishers promised a magazine of "true peda- 
gogy, (useful) to the members of the teaching profession." 
They claimed that "the approbation of many bishops ... had 
been obtained." In content the magazine covered mostly 
teaching methods, problems of school management, school 
news, book reviews, some current events, and "Pleasantries". 
Very little remained for the "organist" who is forgotten 
completely in the next volume. 
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With v.21 the title changed to CATHOLIC EDUCATIONAL RE¬ 
VIEW which corresppnded better to its content. On the 
whole there was no great change. The final issue stated 
that the subscription list had been transferred to THE 
CATHOLIC SCHOOL JOURNAL of Milwaukee which was in exist¬ 
ence since 1900. 

The monthly, with ten issues per year, had 32 pages, of 
6%x9 Y> inches, priced at $1.00. 

It was "Catholic by purpose" (lc).

SINSINAWA 

THE YOUNG EAGLE (D 16 1874-J1 1922) 

This Catholic monthly (quarterly ) school paper was established in 
handwritten form in 1874 (earliest extant copy is dated D 16) and 
continued until J1 1922. It was printed from 1884 onward and was 
suspended only from Je-S 1894. It was edited and published by 
students of the St. Clara Academy in Sinsinawa, later (1897) by 
the Reading Circle, under the supervising editor,Sr. M.Benedicta 
Kennedy. The name of the school paper was suggested by the mean¬ 
ing of Sinsinawa: Home of the Young Eagle. Sr. M. Paschala O'Connor 
in FIVE DECADES (pp.199 ff.) gives the story of the paper. "Cru¬ 
saders" was the corporate name of the girl students undertaking 
the paper in 1874 which was devoted to the intellectual improve¬ 
ment of the members who had to compose a piece of prose or poetry 
for each number. Throughout the following decades the monthly 
maintained an impartial coverage of school events, besides edi¬ 
torials, articles, excerpts of famous authors, an English trans¬ 
lation of Father Samuel Mazzuchelli's MEMOIRS (journals of his 
missionary travels), begun in Ja 1898. The CATHOLIC CITIZEN of 
Milwaukee referred to it as"typographically attractive (and) its 
literary qualities are eqiially praiseworthy"; THE MONTHLY BULL. 
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OF CURRENT LIT. (St. Paul, D 1892) said: "Tlic title indicates the 
great heights to which the pupils soar onward in their literary 
aspiration. It is done well." In 1897 it had a new subtitle: 
"Dedicated to the interest of Reading Circles and Literary Associa¬ 
tions." The Academy became a College in 1901 which moved to River 
Forest, Ill., in 1922. Only in 1923, continuing THE YOUNG EAGLE, 
a new school paper was begun: R0S9JIY COLLEGE EAGLE, and THE SIN¬ 
SINAWA for the high school. 

The monthly was handwritten from 1874-84, then printed and only 
in 1906 changed to a quarterly. The first printed copies were 
of newspaper size, then c.1891 of magazine size. Printed copies 
soJd at $1.50 yearly. Fro ; 1874-1922 were produced 44 volumes. 

It was "Catholic by purpose" (lc).

RCLNIK (The Plowman), local (1891-1958+) 

GWIAZDA POLARNA, its extension, national (0 23 1908+) 

The Polish Catholic weekly newspaper RCLNIK was begun in 1891 accord¬ 
ing to all Polish, sources but 1891 according to AN, Ayer and Rowell. 
In 1958 it was still alive as a local paper. The GWIAZDA POLARNA 
(The Northern Star), founded only in 1908 as a nationwide exten- 
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sion, was still published in 1958. The founders and publishers of 
ROLNIK were Stephen H. Ilutter and Krutza; the first became sole 
owner after a year. Krutza was replaced in 1903 by Joseph Wor- 
zalla. Ilutter was also the first editor to 1900; Victor Karli- 
wicz followed him to 1903, Ilutter again to 1907, then (acc. to 
Zie.) Paul Klimowicz and H. Niewolkiewicz. In 1924 the publishers 
Hutter and Joseph H. Worzalla were replaced by Walter S.Worzalla 
and P. Klimowicz, to 1955, when Adam Bartosz took over. To the 
staff belonged also Bronisllaw Bartosz, R. S. and A. Herin. The 
GWIAZDA P0LARN0 developed into the more important paper according 
to a letter from Adam Bartosz, About 14-16 pages of news of the G.P. 
go into the ROLNIK; the rest is filled with local news and adver¬ 
tising of special interest to farmers living in Wisconsin, while 
the GWIAZDA is read in each Polish settlement in the U.S., Canada, 
and other countries.” The ROLNIK was always politically indepen¬ 
dent. 

The ROLNIK was published Fridays, later Saturdays; at first it had 
4 pages, then since 1907, 6, measuring 16x22 inches; it sold for 
$1.00. Circulation was between 1,700 and 1,900 copies. From 1908, 
when the parallel paper existed, it had 8 pages, 18x24 inches, and 
was priced at $1.50; in 1930: $3.00; in 1955: $4.00. Its circula¬ 
tion in 1910 was 6,027; in 1930, 19,170; and in 1955 only 863. The 
GWIAZDA was published Saturdays, had 8 pages, priced at $4.00 in 
1930 with a circulation of 81,110 copies; in 1955 at $6.00 it had 
a circulation of 16,186 copies. 

We class the ROLNIK as "Catholic by national tradition" (3). Its 
editor told us that it has 80$ Catholic readers, and that a special 
Easter and Christmas edition was published with a distinctly reli¬ 
gious note. The German Catholic Piusverein listed it but the 
Catholic directories did not.

THE SACRED HEART COLLEGIAN (1897-1912) 

This was a Catholic monthly school-paper, established in 1897; 
it was listed for the first tine in Hoffmann in 1898, who carried 
it until 1912. Around 1900 the official name of the Sacred Heart 
College was changed to University of Our Lady of the Sacred Heart. 
According to a letter fron Brother Francis Borgia of that college, 
he found occasional copies in their archives. He is certain that 
the school-paper ended with the year ]912 because the type of school 
changed then. In ST. JOHN'S RECORD, Collegeville,Minn., is a re¬ 
view in 1898, stating that the new SACRED HE. JIT COL] ..EG I AN contains 
prose and verse, good literary sketches, and local pages, all 
newsy and entertaining. We have no further details.

THE ANNALS OF ST. JOSEPH (Mr 1889-1958+) 

This monthly (sometime quarterly) devotional magazine was estab¬ 
lished in Mr 1889, was interrupted only once for three months (ja- 
Mr 1940) and was still alive in 1958. It was founded by the rec¬ 
tor of the French church of St. Joseph in DePere, Rev. J.F.Durin.* 

In Hoffmann the initials of Fr. Durin*s name are exchanged: 
F.J., and M.S.II., is added to the name from 1890-5, as 
long as he was listed as pastor of St. Joseph’s Church. 
"M.S.HV stood for Missionaries of the Sacred Heart as noted 
in the article: “First Diocesan Paper in 1890” in THE 
GREEN BAY REGISTER, N 2 1956, v.1,no.1,p.1, referred to us 
by Rev. R. A. Fetterer: “THE ANNALS ... published at DePere 
by the Norbertines ... (was first) published by an Order of 
men who preceded (them)... the Missionaries of the Sacred 
Heart. The cost per annum 750.” 

West DePere is not mentioned as place at all. Father Durin was also 
the editor; publisher in the first years was The Standard Printing 
Co., of DePere, which also published the Dutch paper DEPERE STAN- 
DAARD. Father Durin also began THE DELIVERANCE, another devotional 
magazine in N 1893 (which follows this article); this became a sup¬ 
plement to the ANNALS in Mr 1894 and ended with D 1895 when Fr. 

Durin resigned. Hoffmann no longer lists him in DePere; he seems 
to have been transferred to another place. The second editor, an¬ 
nounced in v.8,no.l (Mr 1896) was Very Rev. Msgr. J. J. Fox, Vicar 
General and Chancellor of the Diocese of Green Bay; his name appears 
as editor for the last time in the ANNALS for S 1898; on p.112 of 
the same number is the note: “The Arch-Confraternity and the Shrine 
will be placed in the hands of a religious community which will al¬ 
so continue to publish the ANNALS. More particulars will be in the 
next number." In Oct. 1898, v.10, no.8, the editor is Very Rev. 

B. Pennings, O.Praem., to whom all communications are to be sent. 
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Gn p.114: "On Wednesday, S 28 1808, the Praemonstratensian Fathers 
formally took charge of St. Joseph's Shrine and the directorskip 
of the Archconfraternity."; p,115: They will in future publish the 
ANNALS." Fr. Pennings (who is given the initials B.1I. in other 
sources) was still editor in Mr 19C2 Yd.on v.14 began. He was fol¬ 
lowed by other fathers of the same order which since 1902 was cited 
as publishers under the name of Norbertine Fathers, W.DePere,but 
for forty years the printing firm was the JOURNAL DEMOCRAT of De- 
Pere. In 1949 the editor was Rev. Francis B. McHugh; today it is 
Rev. Alfred McBride, both of whom assisted in writing this history. 
The magazine had become the official organ of the Archconfraternity 
of St. Joseph, the association "having been honored with that ti¬ 
tle by Leo XIII" (lOQl). It has a national character although most 
of the subscribers live near the Shrine. After it became attached 
to the Shrine it was exclusively devoted to St. Joseph, including 
theological, historical and devotional material. In 1893 the ABBEY 
STUDENT of Atchison, Kan., said that it was "ably managed and very 
entertaining" and OUR LADY OF GOOD COUNSEL of Villanova, Pa.: "It 
has a breath of the fervent spirit of devotion". 

At first the ANNALS had 24 pages of 6x9 (including the 1894/5 issues 
of THE DELIVERANCE), priced at 750 ($1.00 with TILE DEL.); in 1923 
it changed to $1.00, in 1032 to $1.50, and returned to $1.00 around 
1943. It changed to a 7x11 size in Mr 1902 and took a "new format" 
in 1940. It had few illustrations. Recently, Je 1958, it became a 
quarterly. It had between 700 and 1,090 paid subscriptions during 
all the years up to 1952 acc. to the directories but for 1958, e.g., 
Fr. McBride gave 5,000 as the number of printed copies, including 
those distributed or sold at the Shrine. 

It was "Catholic by purpose", published by priests of an Order (lb).

THE DELIVERANCE (N and D 1893) 

and as a supplement to the ANNALS OF ST. JOSEPH, West DePere 
(Mr 1894-D 1895) 

This Catholic monthly devotional magazine began in N 1893 and con¬ 
tinued to D 1895. For some time our data werelimited to that in 
Hoffmann's CATHOLIC DIRECTORY (1894-5),that it was a monthly in 

West DePere. Nor did a letter from the editor of the ANNALS OF 

er/ 

ST. JOSEPH add any information. Then Fr. Fetter/in searching his 
file of THE ANNALS accidentally discovered in that file the first 
issue of THE DELIVERANCE. 

THE DELIVERANCE was a publication of 16 pages, 6x9 inches, without 
cover; in the two months of N and D 1893 it was "laid in" the AN¬ 
NALS. Publisher and editor were not given but the note: Address 
all communications to Rev. J. F.Durin, West DePere,Wis." We may 
suppose that Fr.Durin was founder and editor of the magazine, es¬ 
pecially since we know that he was founder and editor of the AN¬ 
NALS (Mr 1889) also. In the CATHOLIC DIRECTORY for those years we 
found that Rev. F. J. (initials changed) Durin was rector of St. 
Joseph’s French parish from 1890-5; to his name was added M.S.H., 
viz., Missionary of the Sacred Heart. The publication seemed to 
have been an item by itself in these first two issues; therefore 
we listed it separately. But in the ANNALS (F 1894) Fr.Fetterer 
found a leaflet saying: "No issue of THE DELIVERANCE for Ja 1894. 

So far (there are) less than 100 subscriptions. (We) will con¬ 
tinue to publish it as an addition to the ANNALS, with 24 pages 
instead of 16. Subscription price for both ANNALS and THE DELIVER¬ 
ANCE will be $1.00 per year." It seems that Fr. Durin, with so few 
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subscribers, was not able to continue it as a separate title. 

From Mr 1894 onward THE DELIVERANCE continued as a supplement to 
the ANNALS, with 8 pages to the 16 of the latter; there was con¬ 
tinuous pagination, with individual running titles. From N 1894 
to D 1895 the 24 pages of both publications together are divided 
irregularly 12-21 for the ANNALS, 3-12 for the DELIVERANCE. An 
insert in D 1895 said that there will be no issue for Ja and F 
1896; in Mr 1896, v.8,no.l of the ANNALS: "Rev. J.F.Durin has re¬ 
signed but it will be continued by Rev. Rev. J. J.Fox,Vicar Ge¬ 
neral." Then no reference is made to THE DELIVERANCE and no fur¬ 
ther information found after this. 

As to the monthly's appearance we know it had at first 16 pages, 
6x9, without cover, priced at 500, and that as a supplement the 
number of pages varied from 3-12 of the same si z e, with a joint 
price of $1.00 for ANNALS and THE DELIVERANCE.

Rev. Benedict Pfaller, O.S.B., of Assumption Abbey, Richardton, 
N.Dak., has informed us that the Rev. Alonzo Barnard who, we 
thought, might have been the printer of the "News Letter” at Wal- 
halla, was a Presbyterian minister. He came to St. Joseph's in 
1853 as a member of a missionary hand from Oberlin College. He 
brought along a printing press that had been given him by the 
students of Oberlin. This information is taken from Rev. James 
Peery Schell's IN THE OJIBWAY COUNTRY (Walhalla,N.D,, Chas.
